Adiertiser published every Tuesday and Friday, price S4 a year~the issue ot May 
6, IHOO. offered at the least a variety of news Huddleston and Cooke continued 
their offer of a S4<feward Por a strayed or stolen "stoyt Dark Bay Horse shod all 
rounci'* and Tliomas Galer had found a three-year-old strav sorrel mare.' Stagecoach 

-service betAveen Philadelphia, Annapolis, and Geprge-Town was announced and a « 
new grocery store "two doors from Dr Magruder's" promised "the most reduced 
prices for cash." One merchant tempted customers with "A Large qi^antity of 
eleganl-composition Chimney Pieces with ornamerits complete" and another with 
"Paper Hangings" of the "newest and most elegant patterns" offered at moderate 
terms. John Darnall asked the voters of Prince Georges County to elect him sheriff. Washington, 1800 
modestly claiming that he Was emboldened to do so because in fus seven years as 
collector and deputy sheriff he had discharged the duties of those offices "with zeal 
and fidelity." CitiM^ns of both Prince Georges 3nd .Montgomery counties were 
informed that Thomas Duckett. Esq.. was a candidate for elector to choose the 
President and Vice President in the coming ejection and that he would vote for 
Tliomas Jefferson. Esq Tlie ordinance appropriating funds for paving the width of 
any one of the stre^ets for a small distance .had beei\ repealed and the mon5y ^ 
directed to "be expended in making narrow (footways, on one side of some of th$ 
principal Streets*' The committee appointed to superintend the making of those 
footways announced itself ready to receive proposals for a quantity of sand and 
curbstone "of the hard blue kind got in Ihis neiglibourhood." A private letter from 
Bordeaux reported that "our commissioners passed througli that city on their way 
to Paris'* and that, the v/riter supposed, "every matter of dispute between America 
and France would be readily adjusted." All persons whp wished tjo-continue holding 
pews in St. Andrew's Church in Washington were asked to inform the committee of 
their intention before \Tay I5.-and Joseph Ball and Standish Forde of Philadelphia 
offered lots for sale in Washington, "the seat of government ol" the United States " * i

stantial provisions with exhilirating [sic] drink . . for theif subsistence." The Cen- ^ 
ttnei however, offered its subscribers more than strayed horses, hopeful candidates, 
and household elegancies On page two the reader could fiiid the proceedings of the 
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House of Representatives for Tliur^ay. Friday. Saturday, and Mpnday, April 24, 
25. 26, and 28 Although the news for the 24th failed to note the signing by the 
President of the act **to make further provision for the "removal and accommo- 
dation of the government." an act that also provided for books for the use of the 
Congress and a "suitable apartment" to house them, the Cennnel did report that on 
April 25 Mr. Dennis had referred to the act and, reminding his colleagues that *'a 
sum not exceeding 5000 dollars was appropriated for the purpose of procuring a 
library," had, offered *- resolution that there be appointed '*a committee, jointly 
. with such committee as may be appointed on the part of the senate, for the 
purpose of making out a catalogue for procuring a library at the city of Washington, 
and for adopfinga system of rule and regulations relative thereto.

Two columns over, under the proceedings for April 28, the Cenlinel reported that 
the House had b^en informed by the Senate of its concurrence in the resolution 
Members of the Joint Committee attacked their responsibilities at once and by June 
20 had placed an order with the London booksellers Cadell and Davies. Some of the 
desired items were difficult to locate, others proved to be unobtainable. By DeceiVi- 
bdr, nevertheless, 152 works in 74Q volumes, packed in the often-cited II hair 
trunks and one case, were ready for shipment. Now, 1 75 years later, that collection 
of books and maps has grown in number to 70.5 million pieces, many of them in 
forms undreamed of by the worthy booksellers of 1800. At the close of fiscal 1975, 
the collections numbered close to 17.5 million books and pamphlets, 3 1.7 million 
manuscripts, 3.5 million maps, 1,1 million microfiche, almost 3.5 million volumes 
and pieces of music, close to 8.5, million photographic negatives, prints, and slides, 
and 1 .3 million technical reports in hard copy. There were 102,000 bound volumes 
and 294,000 reels of newspapers, 420,000 micro-opaques, 754,000 microfilm reels 
and'strips, 220,000 motion picture reels; 392,000 discs and 75,0i3O tape and wire 
recordings, 17^,000 prints and drawings; anc[/43,000 fosters. For' the blind and 
physically handicapped there were 39,000 books in raised characters and large t^'pe 
and almost 1 3,000 talking books on discs or tapes 

It is doubtful that any reader* of that May 6 Cenlinel could envision the huge 
collection of human Knowledge or the extensive- operations for gathering, orga- 
nizmg, and disseminating information in its many forms destined to grow from that 
appropriation of S5,000 and the work of a Joint Committee. Nor could that long- 
ago committee in compiling its list of books-and a good list it was-foresee the 
problems that would confrorrt their counterparts 175 years later energy, ecology, 
medical malpractice insurance, control of nuclear exports, school busing, or futures 
, research, for example. Busy with the establishment of a new government, they had 
none of the need of today's Members for multinational or interdisciplinary ap- 
proaches to questions- trends noted by both the Congressional Research Se'Vvice 
and the Law Library. . • . , ' 

Topping Its previous record by 21 percent, the Congressional Research Service 
answered 244,500 inquiries from members and committees of Congress during the 
fiscal year. With the beginning of th^new Congress in January 1975, CRS assumed 
the respon^bility of preparing, after the introduction of each bill or resolution, a 
factual, lOO-word-or-lcss description of the subject involved for publication in the 
Digest of Public Ceneral Bills and Resolutions and the Congressional Record The 
Major Issues System was heavily used after it was formally announced and made 
generally available to the Senate and the House in November 1974. This data base, 
which IS corfstantly updated, consists of objective ireports covering 160 subject^f, 
each including sections on key legislation, hearings, congressional reports, refer- 
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'ences to the professional literature, and a chronolog>' of significant events related to 
the issue. In its turn the Law Library responded to 1 1,600 telephoned or maifed" 
congressional requests for reference and research services and prepared over 650 
special studies and reports No record was kept ot requests made in person except 
in the Law Library in the Capitol. 

Members and committees of Congress were not the only ones who turned to the 
Library for reference and research assistance As usual, man> of the requests were 
prompted b> contemporary events and problems and dealt with such subjects as 
Japanese sources of energy, the political situation in the Middle East, women in 
Latin America and in Africa, current Caribbean politics, forecasts of petroleurfi 
consumption and refinery capacities, the effect of President- Andrew Johnson's 
impeachment on foreign policy, bilingual materials for newly arrived Vietnamese, 
press comments on the Saliel drought, and Presidents wlio have appeared before 
congressional committees, disclosed tlieir personal financoi?^ gone abroad wlien no 
Vice President was in office, vetoed tax reduction bills, or testified before a grand 
jury. But the prompting of other questions was perhaps not so obvious. These also 
covered a wade range~the origins of the term "kangaroo court" and the infinity 
sigil, early Bulgarian maps, mechanical nutcrackers and sunflower-seed hullers,ieft- - 
handed Presidents, seating arrangerpents on the Titanic, balloon technology during 
the Civil V/ar, history of the hexagram, etymologies of biblical place names, educa- 
tional television in Africa, architecture in Dahomey, and themes of war, peace, and 
death in children's literature. The Bicentennial of the American Revolution was 
responsible for a multitude of requests for information on such subjects as the 
black volunteers from Santo Domingo who covered the American retreat at the 
siege of Savannali in 1 779; colonial recipes; funerals, literacy, prayers, religion, and 
the celebration of Christmas m the colonial and Revolutionary War periods; Oliver 
Pollock, a Revolutionary War merchant and financier; maps of the present-day area 
of'the District of Columbia as it was m 1776; and the total amount of foreign aid 
received b> the United States during the Revolution. George Washington alone was 
the subject of quecies about his commission, dentures, expense account, and re- 
ported deathbed conversion to Catholicism, Numerically, exclusive of the Congres- 
sional Research Service, the Library staff handled 1 ,207,000 questions-502,000 in 
person, 193,000 by correspondence, and 5 12,000 by t'elephone-prjepared 230 bib- 
liographies containfng 87,000 entries, and lent 2,201.000 volume^ for use within 
the buildings and 223,000 for use outside the Library. 

With the opening of the new regional library in Puerto Rico during the year, the 
network of agencies serving bltnd and physically 'handicapped readers ^r^w to 54 
regional and 92 subregional libraries. Some 478,000 readers borrowed 12 nfillion 
Items in various forms- talking books, cassettes, braille, and large type. The number 
of volunteers certified as braille transcribers and proofreaders a^d as tape narrators 
came .to 500. Tluough interlibrary loan, the Division for the Blind and Physically 
Handicapped borrowed materials for U.S. patrons from Canada, Sweden, and Japan 
and in' turn lent items to readers not only in Canada and Sweden but also in 
Holland, India, Nigeria, and Norway. 

The Library 's'own Bicentennial program is coordinated by the American Revolu- 
tion Bicentennial Office m the Office of the Assistant Librarian of Congress. The 
fourth in^the Library's successful series of symposia un the American Revolution 
was held ori May 8-9,' 1975, and addressed the topic *'The Impact of the American 
Revolution Abroad.'' With the assistance of the Department of State the Library 
was able to invite* seven distinguished scholars from here and abroad to deliver 
papers. Robert R. Palmer, Yalt University, Claude Fohlen, University of Paris-The 
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' Sorbonnc. J \^ Schulte N'ordholt. State Uni\er$it> ot Uiden, J H. Plumb, Christ's

Exhibitions Two birthdays were observed on April 24, 1975. when the Library celebrated its 
founding 175 years earlier by the opening, in the Great Hall, of the exhibition To 
Set a Country Free, commemorating the Bicentennial of American independence. 
To remain on view througli calendar 1976, the display contains more than 250 rare 
booki. manuscripts, prints. 'engravings, broadsides, maps, and newspapers describing 
the events from 1763 to 17H3 that led up to the American Revolution and that 
took place during the struggle Among the-featured documents are Thomas Jeffer- 
son's Rough Draft of the Declaration of IndepeiMence, from the Library's collec- 
tions, the Olive Branch Petition, which members of the First Continental Congress 
dispatched to George III in an attempt at reconciliation, lent by the Public Record 
Office in London, and the exchange copy of the 1778 Treaty of Alliance between 
France and the United States, signed by Louis XVI and his foreign minuter, the 
count de Vergennes, lent for the exhibition by t,he National Archives. Around the 
hall lining replicas i^t 12 flags of the American Revolution made especially /or the 
exhibit 

Color and the Seven months earlier, the same exhibit space had been occupied by one of the 
Graphic Arts Library's most detailed and elaborate displays. Color and the Graphic Arts. Signifi- 
cant milestones in the history of color theory were represented by the works of 
such figures as Leonardo da Vinci, Isaac Newton, Johann Wolfgang von Goethe, 
Albert H. Munsell. and Josef Albers, and the development of color printing hom 
the 15th-century handpress to the current advanced technology was told through 
artist's prints and illustrated books. Special attention was given to'surviving edition^ 
• of the first complete colored newspaper comic supplement and to one of the 
earliest four-color pictures reproduced in a periodical Typical of the wholehearted 
cooperation shown the Library by individuals, institutions, and firms were the 
silk-screen poster by New York artist Peter Gee and the National Geographic Soci- 
ety 's ba^,k-lighted color reproduction of the human eye illustrating the application 
M)f the halftone screen in four-color process printing, which served as the keynote. 
The exhibit panels prepared with a traveling show in mind were funded by the 
National Endowment for the Arts. The very number of firms, organizations, and 
individuals that Contributed technical help, models, and other items prevents a 
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listing here but their assistance was invaluable in the realization of the project 

An exhibit tomniemurating the 100th anniversar> of the birth of D W Griffith, D. W. Griffith 
pioneer developer of the American cinema and one of the most intluential directors exhibit 
in the. history of the motion picture, opened at the Libr«r> on January 22, 1^75. 
and covered the period of Griffith's movie career from 1907 to 1931 The disulay 
contained material on Griffith's greatest motion picture triumphs, including The 
Birth 0} a Nation and Intolerance, as well as the Oscar presented in 1935 to Griffith 
by the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences **for his distinguished creative 
achievement as Director and Producer, his invaluable initiative and lasting contribu- 
tions to the progress of the Motion Picture Arts " It was lent to the exhibit b\ his 
grandniece Mrs Gerri Griffith Reichard of Corte Madera, Calif 
^ During his career Griffith produced some 400 films, copies of many of which 
were deposited for cop>ng}it in tiie Library of Coi^gress The Library's Motion 
Picture Section selected eight of his silent films, dating from 1908 ho 1912. for 
public Screening on April 1 m theCoolidge Auditorium in attendance was Blanche 
Sweet, one of Griffith's favorite stars 

There were 39 divisional exhibits during the year, featuring such widely diverse 
titles as Bermuda Triangle, Love Letters m American History, written by such 
figures as James Garfield, Ulysses S Grant. Abraham Lincoln. Theodore Roosevelt, ^ 
Woodrow Wilson,. Whitelaw Reid, Lucy Stones and Henry B. Blackwell; Americana 
m Children's Books, Higli Magic in the Renaissance, American Legal Education, and 
the Natural History of the Bible. 

During the year the Library made 50 loans of 655 pieces for exhibit by other 
institutions in the United States. Iji addition to these loans, six traveling exhibitions 
of materials from the Library's collections were shown at 27 locations. These were 
all predared by the Exhibits Office and were circulated by the Library's traveling 
exhibitipns service, except one that was circulated by the International Exhibitions 
Foundation. A complete list of exhibits is given in the appendixes. 

In reViewing the past fiscal year, one division chief noted that scholars are relying Publications 
more and more on direct questions asked by letter'rather than spi;nding periods of 
time at the Library searching the original so\irces Also. much\esearch is done on 
, the spot by local friends or relatives of distant scholars. There is evidence, too, in 
the Loan Division that readers are making greater use of such tools as the National 
Union Catalog to find the books they nefed at nearer, more convenient locations, 
rather than turning immediately to the Library of Congress The Library has already 
felt the need of making the collections more widely known and more available to 
prospective users and, consequently, a great deal of staff time is spent in compiling, 
editing, and publishing catalogs, indexes, guides, and similar tools. During the past ^ ^ 
fiscal year the largest quinquennial m the histqry of {he National Union Catatbg was 
published- 1 28 volumes, 56 morei^an in the previous^ five-year cumulation Vol- 
umes 105-19 contained the Register of Additional Locations, which lists almoSt 
10.5 million locations. A little less than 5 million of these were processed manually 
and published in nine volumes; the other 5.5 million appeaced in five volumes, the 
first to be computer-produced after the decision was made to automate the Reg- 
ister The year also brought the National Union Catalog, Pre-J956 Imprints halfway Prc-1956 
through the alphabet with the completion' of editorial work on the cards for the implants 
letter "M.'* By the end of May, 379 volumes had been published, from **A'* through 
'"Mexico-Laws, statutes, etc '* Cards for about 40 more volumes had been edited • 
and shipped to the publisher, bringing the total number of cards edited since the 
project began to over 7 million. In January 1975 service to still another public was 
begun with the launclung of the monthly Oiinese Cooperative Catalog 
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Access to the Library's varied collections was further aideti with the publication 
* ' of such titles as The Archive of Hispanic Literature on Tape, a Descriptive Guide.

were shared with other institutions through the 30-page manual Procedures for 
Salvage of* Wai£j^ Damaged Library Materials and the first three m a series of 
leaflets Selected References in the Literature of Conservation. Environmental Pro- 
tection oj Books and Related Materials, and Presenting Leather Bookbindings The 
Library's poetry and literature programs gained an even wider audience with the 
publication of Teaching Creative Writing, the proceedings of a conference on the 
teaching of poetry, fiction, and nonfiction; Rpbert Frost, Lectures on theCenten- 
ma I of His Birth, and The Instant of Knowing, a lecture by Josephine Jacobsen, 
former poetry consultant. A recording. Two Colombian Poets, with an accompany- 
mg booklet, issued in time to make its first appearance at the 20th annual Seminar 
on Acquisition of Latin American Library Materials (SALALM), demonstrates the 
effort to bnng to users far from Washington the benefits of the LC recording 
programs 

Bicentennial It is natural that the Bicentennial of the American Revolution should prompt 
publications numerous work^ related to that period. In addition to the symposium volume, 
Leadership in the American Revolution, the year brought publication oi Manuscript 
Sources in the Library of Congress for Research on the American Revolution, the 
exhibit cat-aiog To Set a~6^untry Free and the related booklet Twelve Flags of the 
American Revolution, ^nd^Americana in Children's Books. The last, with To'Set a 
Country Lree and the July 1975 Quarterly Journal of the Library of Congress, were 
selected from nearly 1,000 entries for exhibition in the Federal Design Council's 
Design Response competition The exhibition, after its initial showing in the De- 
partment of Labor, will travel through the United States as well as overseas. A 
complete list of publications appears in the appendixes 
Preservation Repercussions of the Bicentennial were felt in the Preservation Office also, where 
materials were prepared for the Library's own exhibition, Tq Set a Country Free, as 
^ well as for loan to other institutions planning similar exhibits. 

Of special interest were the preparations made for the display of the three focal 
documents m the LC exhibition-Jefferson's Rough Draft of the Declaration of 
Independence, the Ohve Branch Petition, and the Treaty of AWerrce with, France. 
The documents are displayed in cyhndrical cases, and the Preservation Office spent 
considerable time m the installation and testing of the individual air-conditioning 
units in each one. The capability of holding temperature and humidity at optimum 
levels IS an important forward step in the program to make rare and unusual 
documents known to the pubhc through exhibits. Although fabrication difficulties 
delayed completion of .the large-format leaf-casting machine designed by the resto- 
ration officer, it was installed and almost ready for operation by the end of the 
' fiscal year. Undoubtedly the most sophisticated equipment of its kind yet designed,

Public Law 94-59, which appropriated funds foe the legislative branch for fiscal Appropriations, 
1976. was signed on July 25, 1975. It made a direct appropriation to the Library of fiscal 1976 
SI 16,230,600, plus S29. 106.800 for the4^iee-month transitional period from July 
1 througii September 30, 1976, required by the change in the federal fiscal year. An 
allowance of SI, 82 1, 000 for Library buildings and grounds was included in the 
approgiiations.for the Architect of the Capitol. 

The fiscal 1976 appropriations provided S337,000 for the newly established Na-, National 
tional Commission on New Technological Uses of Copyrigiited aVorks (CONTU). Cqmmission on 
This sum will allow for a staff of 16. On the same day that the President signed the New Technological 
legislative appropriations bill, he announced his appointment of 1 2 members to the Uses of 
commission' Stanley H. Fuld, special counsel.

seciops of the national community , it is perhaps well, however, to summarize action 
here Subslaniia!l> the ijme bill tor general revision of the copyright law that 
passed the Senate in the tall of 1^74 was reintroduced in both Houses of Congress 
fn Januarv 1975 The House Judiciarv Committee's Subcpmmittee on Courts, Civil 
Liberties, and the Administration of Justice held extensive hearings on this legisla- 
tion, beginning in May and continuing into the next fiscal year. On May 7 Acting 
Librarian of Congress John G. Lorenz, former register of copyriglits Abraham L 
Kaminstein, and current register Barbara Ringer testified before the subcommittee. 
The lollowing^av. representatives of the U.S Departments of Commerce, Justice, 
and State presented their views on the bill, and on May 14 the hearings resumed 
with testimony on ^ibrary photocopying, fair use, and educational exemptions 
/ Subjects of June hearings included the liability of jukebox operators, the proposed 

Cop\ nglit Royalty Tribunal, and cableVtelevision 
The *'short bill" There were three matters covered in the general revision bill that Congress 
deemed too urgent to await action m the omnibus legislation and that were there- 
fore dealt witb in a separate measure known as the ''short bill " These three were 
permanent legrsUtion regarding record and tape piracy, extension until December 
31 , IM76, of renewal copyrights that would expire at the end of 1974, and estab- 
- ^ lishment of the National Commission on New Technological Uses of Copyrighted 

Works, fCONTC ) The bill was passed by the Senate on September 9, 1974, and by 
the House on December 19 Later that same day, the last day of the 93d Congress, 
the Senate accepted the bill as amended by the House, and it was signed into law by 
President Ford" gn December 31, 1 974, a few hours before the earlier record piracy 
legislation and some 1 50,000 renewal copyriglits were due to expire. 
International Two meetings were held in the fall of 1974 -one in Moscow and the other in 
copyrtght Washington, D.C- between representatives of the Copyright Office and its Soviet 
developments counterpart, the USSR All-Union Copyright Agency (VAAP). On June 2 and 3, Ms 
Ringer and Dorothy Schrader, general counsel of the Copyright Office, attended in 
Pans the first meeting of the Intergovernmental Copyriglit Committee, formed 
^^iiider the Universal Copyriglit Convention as revised in 1971, Latcr'in June an 
internatiorul meeting on reprographic reproduction of copyriglited works was held 
in Washington, its objective tlie preparation of an international recommendation 
, setting forth general guidelines for photocopying "and other forms of facsimile 

' , copying and reprography. A few days later, L. Clark Hamilton, deputy^register, and 
flarriet L^OIer, altorney on the Copyright Office general couhsers staff, attended 
the second session of the Advisory Group of Non-Governmental Experts on the 
« Protection of Computer Programs m Geneva, 
Copyright While watching developments on the revision, intornational, and judicial stages, 
registrations the staff of the Copyriglit Office was playing a demanding role in the drama of 
business as usual on Us jhome stage. In fact, business was far from usual. For the 
first time in 'the 105-year existence of the Office, the total number of registrations 
p-assed the 400,000 mark, reaching a total of 401,274-an increase of 1.6 percent 
* over fiscal 1974 the largest annual percentile increase sinc:e 1947 and the largest 

to date in actual registrations. 
Automation Like many other activities in the Library, the Copyright Office has turned to the 
computer for aid in solving some of its workload problems. Testing of the Library's 
first major on-line cataloging system began early in the fiscal year. The Copyright 
copies Office Publication and Interactive Catalogifig System, termed COPICS for conven- 
ience, IS aimed at automating all the activities of the Copyright Cataloging Division. 
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The system^was formally accepted just after the close of fiscal 1975. The fourth 
stage of LOIS (^ibrar> Order Information System) was implemented m September 
1074 It maintains a master list of subscription orders and provides vendors and LC 
recommending officers with notices of cancellation. A grant from the Council on 
Library Resources, Inc., in December 1974 enabled the Library to launch 
COM-\KC, a pilot study on Cooperative Machine-Readable Cataloging, to test the 
feasibility of expandmg LC bibliographic servicer by accepting the machine- 
readable cataloging records of other libraries, eliminating duplicates, comparing 
with the Official Catalog, updating them for consis{ency as necessary, and redistrib- 
uting them througli the MARC Distribution Service The Library's MARC records 
for ^serials were converted to a new format designed to meet the needs of all 
participants in CONShR (Conversion of Serials) A tape of some 14,000 serial 
records was sent to the Ohio College Library Center (OCLC) m May 1975 to form, 
with the Minnesota Union List of Serials, the base file for the CONSER project In 
the same general sharing trend, an agreement concluded between the National 
Library of Canada and the Library of Congress m November 1975 allows the 
nonexclusive exchange and distribution of the machine-readable records for each 
country's current igipnnts ' 

The National Serials Data Program (NSI>P). the U.S. representaUve to the Inter- 
national Serials Data System (LSDS), became a section of the Processing Depart- 
ment's Serial Record Division in January 1975, This move provides more effective 
coordination between the LC serials processing functions and the international 
responsibilities of NSDP. As the U.S. center for ISDS the National Serials Data 
Program systematically registers U.S. serial publications through the assignment of 
international Standard Serial Numbers (ISSN) to titles cataloged by the three na- 
tionaUibraries and works with publishers to encourage the correct use of the tSSN. 
it also cooperates <with other sections in the Serial Record Division and with the 
MARC Qevelopment Office m preparing for the CONSLR project by retrieving and 
verifying data contributed by other CONSLR participants This postediting process 
is being funded initially by the Council on C»brary Resources, inc., and the Na- 
tional Endowment for fhe Humanities. During the year work began on a two-year 
project supported by the National Science Foundation for the development of a 
core data base of serials in science and technology according to ISDS requirements, 
which should be of use to the abstracting and indexing communities as well as to 
the library world. This cor^ data base is added to the one that is being created in 
the CONSLR project 

The Congressional Research Service expanded and enhanced the Legislative Infor- 
mation Display System (LIDS), which offers remote computer terminal access to 
three legislative data bases, all bills introduced in the current Congress and used for 
the pnnted Digest of Public General Bills and Resolutions, a bibliographic citation 
file of 75,000 references to cps reports, official documents, and periodicalhtera- 
ture, and the Major Issues File of briefs on selected key issues. Early in the fiscal 
year LIDS was supporting a network of 25 CRT terminals, 12 in CRS research 
divisions and reference centers and 13 on a'^ilpt basis in various Senate offices. In 
May 1^5 procurement of 100 more for Senate offices was authorized by the 
Senate Comrrjittee on Rules J^id Administration. The Reference Department's first 
computet terminal for public use was installed in the Science Reading Room during 
the fiscal year. Through SCORPIO (Subject-Content Oriented Retriever for Process- 
ing Information On-line), a retrieval program developed by the Library's Informa- 
tion Systems Office, access is possible by author, title, and LC classificatroQ or card 
number to approximately 90,000 En^ish-language monographs in the fields of 
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LACS Science ar>d technology. In the Loan Division, personnel worked with.the ISO staff 
on the development of LACS (Loan Automated Charging S5^stem). In another area ^ 
Computer- a program that accepts text keyed at a terminal and then processed it to produce ' 
produced contracted braille on a higli-bpeed line printer in the Library's Computer Service 
braille Center was undergoing testb and evaluation at the end of the fiscal year. 

The Federal Libraries' Experiment in Cooperative Cataloging (I LFXC) grew from 
Experiment eiglit original participants to 28 at the end of the fiscal year, with a number of 
in otners inquiring about joining the project Conducted under a cooperative arrange- 
on-line nient between the Federal Library Committee and the Ohio College Library Center 
cataloging (OCLC ), I LLCC tests, the uses and benefits of an on-line cataloging system AI- 
thougli tlK original intent was to limit the experiment to monographs, some librar- 
ies are now inputting serials cataloging into the OCLC data base 

The system is also used for preorder searching, bibliographic verification, and 
interlibrary loan. In July 1974 the OCLC system was linked to Tymnet, thus 
making on-line cataloging available to federal libraries throughout the United 
States Before that, in January 1974, a group of federal libraries in the Washington, 
i»D.C.. metropolitan area esiablished a dedicatecUieased line from OCLC to the 
District of Columbia The terminusjs at the SmithsDniaq Institution, lines from the 
individual libraries going into the terminus. At the end of fiscal 1975 there were 27 
* higli -speed CRT terminals located in 18 libraries in the area. 
Affirmaiive Significant progress was made during fiscal 1975 toward attaining the objectives 
action of the year's Affirmative Action Plan and in late June the Acting Librarian ap- 
proved the plan for fiscal 1976. It establishes five priority objectives, expansion of 
TAP. the affirmative action Training, Appraisal, and Promotion program; develop- 
ment and implementation of program^ to increase the number of Spanish-surnamed 
applicants, research on' the effectiveness of the tuition support program; inquiry 
into the feasibility of restructuring selected positions to provide new paraprofes- 
sional opportunities for nonprofessional employees, and development and imple- 
mentation of additional p^grams to increase awarejiess of opportunities for women" 
in the Library. ^ . 

TAP program During fisv;^l 1975, th6re were 51 positions comtnitted to the TAP program, an 
increase of 24 positions over fiscal 1974. Several of the fiscal 1975 projects -and 
events of the Federal Women's Program Committee were associated with Inter- 
national Women's Year, culminating in a staff meeting in the Library's Coolidge 
Auditorium at which the Acting Librarian of Congress was the speaker. One of the 
objectives of the 1975 Affirmative Action Plan was the evaluation, of required 
qualifications in relation to the job An outside consultant was engaged to conduct 
tha evaluation and the project was completed m a series of studies and reports. The 
first report focused on an analysis of qualifications used to fill 2,578 LC positions 
between 1971 and 1974. The setfond report dealt with the origin of job postings 
and derivation of required qualifications. A sex and race analysis was also made of 
applicants appointed to 1,819 positions. 
Tnition Special efforts were made to improve the tuition support program. New eligibility 
support rules and procedures were developed for use in fiscal J976 and their adoption 
program indicates an increased number of participating employees During fiscal 1975 there 
were 1 73 employees attending I 9 institutions at a total co« of 530,385, 
Labor-Management The new Labor-Management Program for the Library of Qpngress promulgateJj by 
Program the Acting Librarian was issued as an LC regulation, effectivS^six months after April 
24, 1975, the date of issuance. It provides a formal labor-management system that 
adopts the principles of employee self-determination by secret ballot, allowing for 
collective bargaining or ^'bilateralism" between management and its employees and 
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representation for employees in bargaining units 'It also provides an orderly and 
effective meclianism for the resolution of questions and disputes arising between 
Library management and employees - . 

A formal training program on the subject of labor-management relations was 
conducted for air Library executives and supervisors during May and June 1975 



- Last year^s annual report recorded the retirement in December 1974 of L. Quincy Librarian 
Mumford, Librarian of Congress from 1954 to ^1974 From January to November of 
1975. John G, Lorenz, Deputy Librarian of Congress, served as Acting Librarian, Congress 
>and Elizabeth Hamer Kegan, Assist<Kit Librarian of Congress, served as Deputy ^ 
Librarian ar, in the absence of Mr. Lorenz, as Acting Librarian. 

On June 20. 1975, President Ford nominated 'Daniel J. Boorstin as Mr. Mum- 
ford's successor. After hearings before the Senate Rules and Administration Ct>m- 
mittee on July 30 and 31 and September 10, the Senate confirmed the nomination 
on September 26, Flanked by the President and Vice President of the United States 
and the-Hon. Lucien N. Nedzi, chairman of the Joint Committee on the Library, 
the Hon. Carl Albert, Speaker of the House, administered the oath of office jn the ^ 
Great Hall on NovemberM2, and Dr. Boorstin becamethe 12th Librarian of Con- 
gress. ' 
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Widened recognition of the Processing Department's 
key role m natiohal and intematicinal bibliographfc 
control took several forms during the year. William 
J. Welsh, Its director, was appointed a fnember ^f 
the Advisory Group on National Bibliographic Con- 
trol, established ^nder llie sponsorship of the 
National Saence^oundation, the National Com- 
mission on Libraries and Information Science, and 
the CounciL on Library Resources. The mission of 
the group is to advise* the three sponsoring agencies • 
on the best means of coordmatmg their programs 
and to recommend prjorities for action. In Ma> 
1975 Mr. Welsh participated in the Unesco- 
sponsored meeting^of experts hefd in Pans to design 
a program for universal bibliographic control and 
was co-opted to the committee which will plan the 
proposed conference of representatives of all na- 
tional bibliographies, tentatively scheduled for Pans 
in 1^977. He was invited to speak on the Library of 
Congress as the national bibliographic center at 
meetirigs of the Council for ^Tomputerized Library 
Networks, the 'Technical Services Directors of Large 
Research Libraries, and similar groups. 

Taking" the, lead in another direction, the Process- 
ing DM^artment sponsored a series of basic com- 
munfation (sign language) courses to assist staff 
members in communicating with readers, visitors, 
and other employees whb are deaf. The department 
IS the Library's single largest ernploye^ of deaf indi- 
viduals. Its staff including 20 at th$%nd of fiscal 
1975. The courses were taugiit by John A. Ven- 
demia, a gataloger in the Descriptive Cataloging

coworkers on an ad hoc basis during lUnch hours 
since. 1966 The department also installed a new

ACQtlSITIONS tNND OV ER5EAS OPERATIONS 

Several significant advances were made in the Na- 
tional Program for Acquisitions and Cataloging 
(NPAC) in-depth coverage was intensified to pro- 
vide better service to the research community, cata- 
loging and card printing were expedited for greater 
timeliness, and subscriptions for bibliographic ser- 
vices were renegotiated By r^iewing quid pro quo 
cooperation and streamlining distribution opera- 
tions in the face of rising costs, the number of li- 
braries receiving depository sets of currently printed 
' cards was reduced from 60 to 56. Edmond L. 
Applebauni, »<!^sistant director for acquisitions and 
overseas operations, carried out effective on-site re- 
views of the physical location, staffing, and oper- 
ating arrangements uf the shared cataluging centers 
in Barceluna, The Hague, London^, Oslo, Pans, 
Vienna, and Wiesbaden. Marv J. Martun, field direc- 
tor. Spam, was reassigned tu Washington, and the 
Barceluna center is now completely ' staffed and 
supervised b> local personnel. Frank M. McGowan, 
chief uf the Overseas Operatiuns Division, and Hisau 
Matsumutu, field directur, Japan, visited Hung Kong 
and Taipoi, negotiating the services uf a part-time 
representative m Taipei. The shared cataloging staff 
in Tukyu prucessed 23,320 phutucumpused master 
cards-an increase of more than 13 percent over the 
previous year. * Acquisitions from Colombia and 
Venezuela were potentially impruved as a result of 
visits by Rodney G. Sarle, field director, Brazil, and 
the hiring of acquisitions representatives tu work 
with local dealers and exchange sources. The De- 



scriptive Cataloging Division inaugurated the u^e of 
preliminary catalog cards produced by the regional 
o{{'\ce in Rio de Janeiro. The Rio office also pro- 
duced the first issues of the bimoijthly Atcesstons 
List Brazil 

Cooperating libraries began reporting their current 
acquisitions from Andorra, Iceland, Ireland, Liech- 
tenstein, Luxembourg, Malta, Monaco, San Manna, 
and Vatican City, Reports of titles published in 
China, Korea, and the United States were also 
searched and, if the Library had not already ob' 
tained the items, they were acquired and cataloged. 
Since the beginning of NPAC in 1966 more than 1 1 
million reports have been searched and orders have 
been placed for 229,000 titles not previously ac- 
quired V ' 

The NPAC appropriation for fiscal 1975 covered 
mandatory $4lary increase^ and provided some addi- 
tional funds to cope with inflation but-^did not 
permit expansion of the program. The estimated 
allocation of funds for the year is illustrated by the 
following table'

In August 1974 the PL-480 Newsletter became 
the Foreign Acquisitions Program Newsletttr Since 
1968 participants and observers alike have recog- 
nized that excess Public Law 480 currencies were 
steadily disappearing First Indonesia, then Israel, 
Yugoslavia, and, most recently, Sri Lanka dis- 
appeared from the list of countries in which local 
currencies were available under Public Law 83-480. 
In Indonesia and Sri Lanka cooperative acquisitions 
arrangements subsequently' replaced * the former 
arrangements. A technical change in the availability 
of Indian rupees also removed India frorxi the roster, 
although a certain amount of "excess" currency 
remained. The Library expects the India program to 
continue .without interruption^ but the term 
P.L 480 has become inaccurate .as a description of 
the multiple-copy acquisitions programs adminis- 
tered by the Library^ of Congress. The phrase "Spe- 
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Lial Foreign Curren^v Program'' has supplanted it 
The Middle East program suffered a temporary 
setbacl^ when a fire m the summer of 1974 caused 
extensive damage to the Cairo office. \^orking out 
of space lent b> the U.S, Embassy, the staff was 
able to continue acquinng and distributing publica- 
tions with only minor interruption. Rehabilitation 
of the office was completed ty November 1974 and 
operations were soon back to normal. Acting on 
recommendations by the, Associatit)n of Research 
Libraries' Committee on the Middle East, the Li- 
brary revised the list of Middle East program partici- 
pants, dropping four institutions and adding Hve 
others 

The South Asia program added six libraries for a 
total of 25. following a restructuring which not only 
allowed them to receive either comprehensive or 
basic sets in the languages of their choice but also 
cut costs significantly and made participation pos- 
sible on a greajly reduced scale. With nearly 4,000 
entries supplied during its first full year, the pro- 
gram for preparing cataloging copy m Xew Delhi has 
appreciably accelerated the printing and distribution 
of cards for Indian publications. 

A complex of economic, political, and administra* 
tive problems m Bangladesh continued to make the 
acquisition of new materials difficult. After several 
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investigative trips to Dacca by the New Delhi staff. 
It was concluded that tlie only feasibfc method of 
identifying and procuring publications was through 
an LC representative ort the spot. A contract agent' 
was appointed and prospects foi*success seemed 
good enough to warrant the revival of a dollar- 
funded cooperative program Tlie Overseas Opera- 
tions Division circularized participants in the 
previous program and obtained sufficient commit- 
ments to ensure implementation in fiscal 1976, 

The responsibility for Malaysian acquisitions was 
transferred to a firm in Kuala Lumpur and in Janu- 
ary 1975 the At^essicTfis List Indonesia, Malaysia, 
Singapore, and Brunei was renamed the Acces^ons 
List Souiheasi Asia 

Three field directors returned to the Library for 
consultation during the year Rodney G, Sarle in 
July and Jerry, R James in November 1974, and 
John C. Crawford in June* 1975. Mr, Sarle was on 
temporary duty in Washington to study and draft a 
response to the report on NPAC by the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations' Surveys and Investiga- 
tions ^taff Submitted to the committee in February 
1975, a summary of his findings was reproduced in 
a committee print. 

Local artists, in cooperation with the Library's 
Publications Office, produced strikingly distinctive

function IS the discarding of books and periodicafs 
that have already been cataloged and placed on the 
shelves. ' Pruning deadwood is essential to the 
healthy growth not only of a tree but also of a 
library, especially one as largev complex, and 
crowded as the Library of Congress. Deadwood sig- 
nifies the multiple lopies of editions superseded by 
later ones, excess copies of once popular novels, and 
duplicate 'sets of serials seldom consulted It' is to 

* this task that the selection staff addresses itself 
whenever other duties permit The discarding of 
monographs is fairly easy. One can tell at a glance 
whetlier the items lo be removed are true duplicates 
and whefher those remaining on the shelves are in 
good CQndition As a result, the weeding of several 
classes was rapidly completed. Serials, on the other 
hand, present considerable difficulty and progress is 
much slower. Sets must be cross-checked to be sure 
^ that the one retained is as complete as possible This 
sometimes involves filling gaps with items from dis- 
carded sets' or substituting sound volumes for worn 
ones Tlie rjev/ards are substantial cancellation of 
redundant subscriptions, reduction of binding out- 
lays; 'correction of collating, binding and labeling 
errojs, and, not least, the recapture of badly needed 
space. In fiscal 1^>75 the selection staff cleared 

. 2,145 three-foot shelves and the remaining. volumes 
were left m better order 

Purchases * 

Coping with the soaring cost of library mi^terjafs arjd 
with lluctuating exchange rates occupied much jof 
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the Order Division's attention Funds available J'or 
the increase of the Library's collections were 
stretched to tite limit in the effort to Keep pace with 
tlie upward trend. Blanket-order arrangements 
throujgliout the world were monitored and refined 
and specific-dtions f6r both the general and law 
blanket orders were translated into Spanish, French, 
and Arabic lo improve understanding of their terms 
and conditions. New arrangements were negotiated 
with dealers jn Costa Rica. El Salvador, GuaterViala, 
Honduras, Kore^js Kuwait, Nicaragua, Panama. 
Syria, and Turkey 

Tlie fourth scheduled task of the Library Order 
Intormation System, implemented in September 
1^74. now maintains the master listing of subscrip- 
tion orders and provides vendors and the Library "s 
recommending officers with notices of cancellatiorf' 
Functional and technical design specifications have 
been , ^completed for the fifth and final task- 
computer production of all fiscal records and forms, 
control of invoices being processed, and provision of 
statistics on orders placed and payments made. 

At the XX Sernmar on the Acquisition of Latin 
American Library Materials in Bogota. Robert C 
Sullivan, chief of the Order Division, parHcipatedsin 
Its discussions as a'memlJer of fhe Acquisition^ 
CommiUee. He served during the year as chairman 
of the Resources Section of the American Library 
Association's Resources and Technical Services Divi- 
sion and as cochairman of Subcommittee 37 of the 
Amencan National Standards Institute (ANSI) Com- 
mittee Z-39, which IS drafting a standard for repott- 
ing micropubhshing statistics, 

Jennifer V. Magnus, assistant chief of the division, 
compiled tl\e list, Vurd World Bookdealers, no\v 
being distributed by the Amencan Library Associa- 
tion She contiriued her work as chairman of ANSI 
Committ-ee Subcommittee 36, to develop a 

standard order form. Comments are being received 
on the sixth draft, on which the standard will be

Letters of Tliomas Jefferson, William Henry Harri- 
son, Chester A- Arthur, Robert Morris, and Henry 
Clay were among the noteworthy items acquired 
througli the Special Reserve Fund.

AlthOugli It had been assumed that worldwide eco- 
nomic tren^ds would adversely affect the publishing 
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programs of agencies and instUutiuns,^ there were 
increases in half uf the categories uf rtonpurchase 
acquisitions These occurred despite a cdncerted 
ettort to ehrnmate duphcation of sources and cancel 
unproductne exchanges At the close of fiscal 1975 
there were 12.621 active exchanges, including 740 
new ones, as tollows Afncan-Asian. 4.008. 
American-British, 3.272. European. 2.605. and His- 
panic, 2.736 

The cessation ot hostilities in Southeast Asia and 
the establishment of new regimes there^ the union 
of Sikkim With India the granting of independence 
to Guinea-Bissati and Muzambique. and strained 
relations between ?he United States and other gov- 
ernments were among the political events in the 
''third world'* affecting the Lbrarv's exchanges , 
Japan supplied almost one-third of the publications 
received from the Atrican- Asian area, followed b> 
India. South Africa. China. Korea, and Mala>sia. In 
the American-British sector, receipts from Great 
Bfitain and, Ireland rose slightl> and those from the 
West Indies more tYian doubled. In Europe, the 
Western nations and the Soviet Union increased the 
numbeV of publications sent. 

The Hispanic Exchange Section completed the 
conversion of its files to a s>stem affording easier 
access and more effective utilization. Questionnaires 
identified 39 major and 52 minor subject areas of 
interest to Latm American and Iberian institutions, 
and lists of titles available; to them on exchange 
were mailed at the rate of ono-a week. The Key sort 
files made'it possibly for the section to supply read- 
ily to those unrts of the Library requesting them 
accurate lists of Latin American art museums. 
Argentine ecological institutions. Brazilian colleges 
of arts and fetters, and Portuguese official exchange 
agencres. 

The Federal Documents Section sent copies of 
2.800 publications to the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Government Printing Office, for possible 
inclusion in the Munthh Catalog of United States 
Guvemnient Publications. The 1973 issue of Xun^ 
GPO Ifnprints Rtxeiv^fl^ the Library of OjMgfess 
A Selective OwMiit, compiled by the Se^^tion, was 
published in the summer of 1974. 

In collaboration with the MAR^ Development 
Office, the State Documents Section began convert 
ing data for the annual index of the Monthly Check 
list of State Publications to machine-readable form 
The new methodology is expected to eliminate the^ 
overtime work requited under the old system and 
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expedite the appearance of the index The number 
. .of state documents received increased by more than 
16 percent . ' 



Documcnls Expediting Project 

Tins project is a centralized service that acquires for 
Its members U S government publications which are 
not available either through the Government Print- 
ing Office or the agency that issues them and are 
not part of the depository distribution system. 
Formerly sponsored by the ALA Joint Committee 
un Government Publications, the Association of Re- 
search Libraries, the Special bbraries Association, 
and the American Association of Law Libraries, it 
has been a unit in the Federal Documents Section of 
the Exchange and Gift Division since 1968 With 
eighl new members- the Colorado State bbrary, 
Florida International University, Harvard College, 
University of Idaho, Southern Methodist University, 
Stetson University, the U.S Department of Justice 
Library, and the College of William and Mary -the 
number of subscribers increased to 144 university,, 
public, and special libraries in 45 states and the 
District of Columbia They received over one-half 
million publications through the automatic distribu- 
tion system and submitted nearly f ,000 special 
requests a month. Of these, 76 percent were filled 
by supplying the desired material and 10 percent by 
providing information on the source of supply 



Gifts 

Among the noteworthy materials received as gifts or 
deposits were the personal papers of Alexander 
Graham Bell, which include his laboratory note- 
books and a photographic archive. The Charles P. 
Taft papers were an important increment to the^ 
Taft family archives in the Manuscript Division. 
There were significant additions to the papers of 
Horace L. Traubel^ Reinhold Niebuhr, Charles H. 
Bohlen, Joseph Alsop, and Kurt Vonnegut ^nd 
music manuscripts were added to both the Elie Sieg- 
meister and Ernest ^loch collections. From the 
Arnjif^can Film Institute, Frank Capra, Paramount 
Pictures, Hal Roach Studios, and Twentieth 
Century -Fox came many reels of filrn to enlarge the 
motion picture c'ollectlon, Garry Trudeau's original 
drawings of "Doonesbury'* were also w(5lcome addi- 
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tions to the Libran's holdings Some of these,

The Council on Librar\ Resources. Inc (( LR)made 
a grant to the Librar\ of Congress in December 
1974 for a pilot stud\ called COM ARC (Coopera- 
tne Machine-Readable Cataloging), whkh ^ould 
result in* an expansjon of the biblwgraphic ser\ices 
ottered to other hbraries througli automated means 
Libraries througliout the coiintr> arc alread> using 
Librar> ot Congress M aR( data as input to their 
automated systems, but since M\RC coverage is 
limited, in man\ cases the> encode and transcribe 
the cataloging copy from LC printed cards, proof^-^ 
sheets, and entries in the Satiunal Unionjiffmog 
Librarians have been aware ol the ,.Mi<iril ages to be 
gamed il the Librar\ of Congress could accept their 
records in machine-readable form, remove the dupli- 
cates, compare them with the Official Catalog, 
update them for consistency when required, and 
redistribute them througii the MXRC Distribution 
Service^ The c LR grant will make this possible for a 
test pe/iod. Participants will be selected on tjie basis 
of the completeness of the data content of their 
records and their adherence to the MARC format 
They will contribute and receive records free of 
charge during the project, others may purchase 
them from tjie^Mi^C Distribution Service To date, 
the^W^tTfgton State Library and the Information 
J^^namics Corporation have been selected for partic- 
ipation and have accepted the invitation. 

The MARC Development Office coordinated the. 
Library's efforts m connection with the (ON SLR 
(Conversion of Serials) project to build a national 
serials data base Tlie^contrac|_beUii£finX 
IS managing the pj^y^i^^^nTTThT^ College Li- 
brary Centej>l<3rrLC ), which is providing the sys- 
tems capability, was signed in December •.1974. 
Changes in the MARC serials format required "to 
serve the needs of all participants, including the 
National Serials Data Program and the National 
Library of Canada, were approved by the ALA 
Committee on the Represen^^K)n — in MaUlLQg:^^

Descriptive Cataloging 



,_With Its organizational phase successfully com- 
pTet^d, the project to prepare a second edition of 
the Art^-American cataloging code accelerated, , 
Paul W. Whikler. formerly EC's principal descriptive 
cataloger. assSgied his duties as editor in January 
1975. Elizabeth Tate, chief of the Descriptive 
Cataloging Division, succeeded C. Sumner Spalding, 
retired, as EC representative to the Joint Steering 
Committee and liaison for the ALA Catalog Code 
Revision rt)mmittee. Robert M. Hiatt, assistant to 
the assistant dfrector for cataloging, became the 
deputy representative. After identifying the differ- 
ences between the North American and British 
texts, the editor and associate editor made good 
progress *m reconcihng those , that are editoriarin 
nature and m analyzing those that are, substantive. 
Tlie Reference Department and the Law Eibrary are 
participating in studying the suggestions for changes 
received from several sources. Mrs. Tate gave the 
opening address at the seminar on the revised Anglo- . 
Ameman Cataloging Rules, sponsored by Brigliam 
Young University. y 

Since international standards of ylrfbliographic 
.descriptu^n are today an important/cement in code 
development, tlie , Descriptive pataloging Division 
welcomed tlie opportunity U/^ work with the Rare 
Book and Special CollecHons Division on tlie co'n- 
tent of the standard for the description of early 
books and with the Serial Record Division "on the 

-fTTt«tT«i4wwL_ Standard Bibliographic Description 
(ISBD)^ for serials. Although there is still no ac- 
cepted international standard for the description of 
nonprmt materials, the basic concepts, extrapolated 



from the ISBU tor monographs, were incorporated 
into the revision of chapter IC of the Anglo- 
Anuruan Cataloging Rules, drafted "by B. R, 
Tucker, the EC principal descnptive cataloger The 
revised chapter, entitled ''Audiovisual Media and 
Special Instructional Materials." was approved by 
the ALA Catalog Code Revision Committee and the 
Canadian Committee on Cataloguing in April 1975 
It will be issued as a separate by ALA shortly after 
the close of the fiscal year 

Approximately 42 percent of the new titles cata- 
loged were m foreign languages Bandjoun. Kaje. 
and Warrau were added to the list during the >ear 

At the request of the Music Eibrary Association, 
the Musl^^^ Section of the Descriptive Cataloging 
Division in April 1975 began a pilot experiment to 
provide analytical entries for sound recordings. En- 
tries not exceeding 15 per recording will be pro- 
vided for collections of classical music, including 
those with colIectTf^titles and worRs hy more than 
one composer. The Audiovisual Section cataloged 
all of the titles submitted by the National Audio- 
visual Center. 

Two projects for searching titles that cooperating 
libraries reported as not covered by EC cataloging 
were inaugurated by the Shared Cataloging Division 
in January 1975, Current U.S. titles are being re- 
ported by 1 2 libraries. Chinese and Korean titles by 
11. The several acquFsitions control files were 
weeded, converted from main entry to title arrange- 
ment, and consolidated, resulting in a saving in both 
time and space. 



Subject Cataloging ' 

Combining such diverse but interacting functions as 
subject analysis, editorial compilation, and shelfiist- 
ing. the Subject Cataloging Division increased pro- 
ducfion in nearly alfits activities. 

The headings and references in 4he eighth edition 
of Library of Congress Subject Headings were issued 
in May 1975 on 98-frame microfiche on an experi- 
mental basis. The microform was prepared for use in 
a I 2-month pilot study to assess user receptivity, to 
investigate microforms suitable for use in a technical 
processes environment, and to determine whether 
publication of reference tools in continuously up 
dated microform editions at regular intervals is feasi- 
ble. The pilot study and the experimental offering 
of the subject headypgs list in microform were ini- 
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tiated as part uf a Luntinuing etfort b> the Libran 
to disseminate its bibliugraphiL prudutts as quitklv 
as possible This miLrufiLhe edition wa^ also seletted 
b> the Government Printing OffiLe as the first pubh- 
Lation to be distribujed m that furmat to depository 
hbraries in avprogram to determine if nuLfoform will 
be as acceptable as inkprint for selected U 5. 
documents. 

TJie division began providing alternate numbers 
for bibhographies which the Library uf Congress 
shelves in class Z, another evidence of its concern 
for serving the library communit) througii central- 
ized cataloging techniques. Subject headings vvere 
updated \I ROPLANLS was changed to AIR- 
Pl.AMS, the dichotomy uf WOMAN versus 
WOMl-N was ehminated with only the latter re- 
tained, and CHRISTIAN LDUCATION was estab- 
lished in response tu the comment that the heading 
RLLIGIOIS \ OIC \nON had been made to serve 
both a general and a special function. Tlie names of 
British counties were updated in List 174 of AC 
Classijitation Additions and Changes 

T}ie General Law purtion of class K was com- 
pleted and IS now undergoing editorial review and 
formatting The federal portion of subclass KE (Law 
of Canada), and the sections for 1 1 of the 12 prov- 
inces and territories were also cornpfeted. The sec- 
tion for Quebec is being prepared by Guy Tanguay 
of the Universite de Sherbrooke. Tlie American Law 
Schedule was applied to 3,811 current titles, 2,980 
older works, and 129 legal periodicals. As mono- 
graphs and treatises on American law are retrospec- 
tively cataloged, microfilm copy of the entries is 
made available to other libraries. 

Tlie project to replace temporary shelflist cards, 
with permanent printed ones was completed in the 
spring of 1975 with the aid of two work-study 
students from Kalamazoo College Among the divi- 
sion's visitors was an Iranian librarian who spent 
three weeks mastering Library of Congress practices 
to be apphed in the Teheran Book Processing 
Centre. RJward J. Blume, chief of the Subject Cata> 
loging Division, ' was elected vice chairman and 
chairman-elect uf the Cataloging and Classification 
Section of the ALA Resources and Technical Ser-" 
vices Division ^ ^ 

Decimal Classification 

For the first time in its history the Decimal Classifi- 
cation Division topped the J 00,000 mark, surpass- 
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ing Its previous higli by over .10 percent and setting 
a new record for titles classified. Tlie number of 
titles per hour worked was 4.20-an increase of 8.5 
percent. Coverage included virtually all titles in Eng- 
lish and French and a growing number in German, 
Spanish, and Purtuguese. In addition, 8,400 audio- 
visual titles were assigned decimal classification 
numbers by the Descriptive Cataloging Division. 

Development of the 19th edition of the Dewy 
Dtxtmal Classification continued, together with a re- 
vision and updating uf the index. The Editorial 
Policy Committee met at the Library in November 
1974 and April 1 975, approving drafts.bf numerous 
Schedules and remanding others for further study. 
Volume 3, number 6/7, of Dewey Decimal Classifi- 
cation Additions, Xotes and Decisions was prepared 
for publication. The coordination of effort previ- 
ously established with the British National J^bliog- 
raph}, the Australian National Bibliography, and 
Canadiana was uninterrupted. 

At a regional workshop on national l^bliography 
held in November 1974 in Georgetown, (Guyana, it 
was decid£d that four English-speaking countries of 
the Caribbean would start producing national bibli- 
ographies of their currentvimprints, and that there 
would also be a cumulated regional bibliography 
combining ail fuur. It was agreed that the five bibli- 
ographies would be in classified sequence following 
the 1 8th edition of the Dewy Decimal Classifica- 
tion, The countries are Trinidad and Tobago, Bar- 
bados, Guyana, and Jamaica. 

Benjamin A. Custer„chief uf the Decimal Classifi- 
cation Division, described the divisions activities at 
a meeting in Denver of the Colorado Library Asso- 
ciation in October 1974. 



Cataloging Instruction 

Continuing a trend that began m 1968, most of the 
students in the cataloging instruction program-87 
percent-enrolled in specialized courses designed to 
tea^h catalog-related skills rather than cataloging per 
se, as the ghart on page 23 illustrates. Among the 
courses offered were catalog use, filing, intermediate 
cataloging for processrng assistants, introduction to 
the Anglo-American cataloging rules, introductory 
course for preliminary cataloge>fi^ orientation to 
international standard bibliographic description, and 
specialized procedures for descriptive catalogers. Of 
the 264 students, 207 wer6 from ten divisions of the.

The bibhographic production and control activities 
pf the department, including the construction and 
developm(?nt of the LC card and book cat;^logs and 
the distribytionA^f catalog information to other li- 
braries and*ir>^ututions, are the responsibility of the 
assistant director for processing services and his 
staff. 



Cataloging Distribution 

In February 1^75 the Card Division was r-enamed 
the Cataloging Distribution Service (CDS) Division 
to reflect more accurately the division's expanded 
role as distributor of the Library's cataloging in a 
variety of physical forms MARC tapes, micro- 
forms, printed catalog cards, proofsheets, book cata- 
logs, and technical publications. The ( DS Division 
will be, as the Card Division has been, the channel 
througli which the sum total of the cataloging gener- 
ated, collected, and assembled at the Library is 
made available fo networks, technical processing 
centers, commercial processing firms, libraries, re 
search institutes, and individual users in this country 
and abroad. . 

As the use of LC cataloging has continued to 
grow, demand for the cataloging data has empha ' 
sized the need for primary bulk distribution rather 
than secondary distribution in the, form of indivi- 
dual card orders. In response to this need, the cata- 
loging distribution service will emphasi/e the initial 
dissemination of the cataloging data base to regional 



centers and other national network nodes for better 
library and inforrriation service. 

This development in no way implies that the Li- 
brary will neglect the direct sale to libraries of indi- 
vidually ordered catalog card sets On the contrary, 
the Library will continue to sell individual sets to 
any person or any organization wishing to buy 
them, and manpower and funding for this service 
will be kept as high as the volume of individual card 
orders will support. ' , 

When the CDS Division began the photocomposi- 
tion of catalog Cards for newly cataloged or recata- 
loged MARC titles on March 24, 1975, the branch 
of the Government Printing Office located m the 
division ceased Linotype composition of MARC 
cards. The effect of this changeover in a printing 
procedure of such very long standing was that in a 
matter of a few weeks the GPO branch found it 
necessary to reduce its staff of Linotype operators, 
and proofreaders by 10 positions and was contepf 
plating further reductions at the close of the fiscal 
year Quite by accident, the beginning date ^f this 
new procedure in the preparation of catalpf^ cards, 
at least for those titles to be included in the MARC 
data base, all but coincided with the a:nniversary 
date of the distribution of MARC r(^rds, for on 
the next day, March 25, the CDS /Division com- 
pleted its sixth year of providing machine-readable 
records for monographs, serials', films, and maps 
cataloged by the Library of Congress. Thus, with 
the original photocomposition of catalog cards using 
the MARC tapes, the Library moved another step 
forward in the utilization of these computer- 
generated records. As \hc MARC system expands to 
indirde titles cataloged in languages other than Eng- 
lish, French, Spanish^ EoUuguese, and German, the 
use of the photocom^sition process in the prepara- 
tion of cards will also expand^/ 

Four terminals were in^Ied in the CDS Division 
during the latter h^^f the fiscal year and the

The inauguration in 'March 1975 of initialj 
prmting-by means of photocomposition and offsei|

ings for filing in the Library 's card catalogs. ' 

The Far Eastern Languages Catalog, expanded by 
240 trays during last fiscal year, was expanded again 
this year by another 120 trays. The National on 
Catalog of Manuscript Collections files were en- 
larged by 20 trays and minor expansions were 
effected in the Main and Official Catalogs. The Proc- 
ess information Unit answered 73,374 inquiries 
during fiscal 1975 and cables for terminals were 
installed in furtherance of the project to automate 
vthe Process Information File. 
*/As the year ended, statf of .the Catalog Manage- 
lYient'and MARC Editonal Divisions exchanged 
visits for orientation in each other's procedures 
Patricia SyFfines, assistant chief of the Catalog 
Management^ Division, served during the year as a 
member of thc^qual Employment Opportunity 
Subcommittee of^the A LA,^ Office for Library Per- 
sonnel Resources. 



Catalogs in Book Form 

The growing interest in Chinese affairs over the past 
decade has resulted m increasing demands from 
Scholars -for fuller and prompter coverage of Chinese 
publications. Most pressing has been. the need for 
libraries to find a means of sharing their cataloging, 
thus avoiding costly duplication of effort.^ Reliance 
on LC, printed cards presented two difficulties- first, 
the Library's acquisitions policies are not necessarily 
identical with those of other institutions, second, 
printing Chinese characters involves time-consuming 
processes which delay the appcarance,of the catalog 
cards. After extensive consultation with the Associa- 
tion for Asian Studies, especially with its Commit- 
tee on East Asian Libraries, it was agreed to m^ike 
available througli a mopthly bibliogr^aphy the cata- 
loging done since January I, 1975, by the Library 
of Congress and I 2 other major U.S. East Asian 
libraries selected by the committee. Tlie first issue 
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of The Chinese Cooperatne Catalog appeared early 
in calendar 1 975, listing 893 monographs and serials 
represented by photographed catalog cards from the 
cooperating libraries, arranged alphabetically by 
romanized title. Each card is presented in its en- 
tirety and the image is reduced only 25 percent to 
preserve the legibility of the Chinese characters and 
facilitate copying. This acquisitions, cataloging, and 
reference tool is the Library 's response to an urgent 
need. 

i The automated system which uses the MARC data 
^ase to produce cards for the book catalogs prints 
IJot only the main entry cards but also headings for 
'e1|^ch added entry, cross reference, series, and subject 
eiiy^y in English and French. The data base will be 
expanded to cover other languages. Computer- 
proSuced cards first appeared in the June 1975 issue 
of i%e National Union Catalog. With the January- 
MarcS 1975 issue. Library of Congress Catalog- 
Book!(^ Subjects in the catalog series was renamed^ 
the Sotbject Catalog to correct the implication that 
It is concerned only with books, because serials, 
maps,!^nd other library materials 'are also incluctedT 
The 1^,74 annual of Music, Books on Music, and 
Sound Recordings, containing 1 ,066 pages, was the 
largest^o date -evidence of its iilcreasing contribu- 
tion tt? music librarianship. The initial issue of 
Monographic Series, announced last year, contained 
21,000 entries for more than 12,000 series pub- 
lished throughout the world. 

Compiled m the Descriptive Cataloging Division 
from reports pr*ovided by other U.S. repositories, 
the 1973-74 volume of the National Union Cat.alog 
of Manuscript Collections is the 12th in a continu- 
ing series designed to bring under bibliographic con- 
trol manuscripts housed permanently in American 
institutions that are open regularly to scholars. It 
describes over 2,100 collections in 163 archives ^Jiis- 
torical societies, and libraries, 39 of which are re- 
porting holdings for the first time, bringing the total 
number locate.d to 33,400 in 920 institutions. 

The period under review witnessed several mile- 
stones in the National Union Catalog, Pre- 1956 
Imprints* patient but steady progress through the 
alphabet. With the completion of most of the letter 
"0," approximately two-thirds of the entries, a 
psychological hurdle was surmounted. By any meas- 
ure the project has scaled the mountain of cards and 
is now beginning the descent. 

During fiscal 1975 the project advanced its edi- 
torial work from Massachusetts to Ostlind, Josef,

custody, under the technical sup.ervision of Serial 
Record catalogers. The bibhographic data is now 
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the way were such personages as Moliere ^d Mozart 
and the easily confused Mayers and Meyers, Millers 
and Mullers were encountered. 

By the end of the year 398 volumes had been 
published, with covertge ihrougli Mied/.ynarodny, 
another 16 volumes were bemg printed, 'and the 
total number .of_Qdit£d cards since the project's 
beginning stood au7.1 million. 



Serials

A minor change in the Anglo-American cataloging 
rules, reported m bulletins 1 1 0 and 1 1 2 of Catalog- 
in^Servidl>, was made in anticipation of the adop- 
t7on_of the International Standard Bibliographic 
Description for Serials. The ISBD{s) ^vas published 
m 1974 at the recommendation of the Joint Work- 
ing Grouj) of the Committee on Cataloguing and the 
Cornfriitte^ on Serial Publications of the Inter- 
, national Federation of Library Associations (II LA). 
It was issued with the recognition that serials cata- 
loging IS In a transitional stage and that, after a 
period of use and interpretation, the text would be» 
revised to appear as a first standard edition. 
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In preparatTon r<5f thts jevisionf LomnieniSy.addi- 
tiogs, and amendments appropriate tu the suLuessfuI 
apphuation of ISBD(S) were requested b> IKLA 
from national cataloging agencies and committees. 
In response, a concerted effort was made in the 
United States-ar>4-^ntida to assess The i5bu(i>) ' 
with regard to its capability for uniform interpreta- 
tiorv, LompdtibiUty with the CuiJelmes for ISDS 
( International Se'rials Data System), and potential as^ 
a framework for incorporation into a revised chap- , 
ter seven of the AAC R. To facilitate these eTforts, 
representatives of the ALA Catalog Code Revision 
Comrjiittee, the Canadian Committee on Catalogu- 

^ing, and the Library of Congress prepared a position 
paper on their joint proposals for revision of the 
ISBD(S). It was presented to the jl LA Joint Work- 
ing Group m March 1975 m anticipation of a meet- 
ing Scheduled for October 1975 at which decisions 
will be made to be used lu the editorial revision of a 
first standard editipn of ISBD(S). 

A serials librarian, trying to explain to publishers 
of journals the librarian's side of serials, dabbed 

• A'ew Serial Tjtles (NST ) the "tool of tools." During 
fiscal 1975 the toolmakers prepared the 1971-73' 
-cumulation of NST for publication in the spring of 
1975, completed work on the 1971-74 cumulation, 
and input over 150,000 library locations-an in- 
crease of nearly 70 percent. Other men^bers of the 
Serial Record Division staff cleared' 1,350,000 
* issues, all but 7 percent of them at th6 accession-, 
ing stage." 

Designed particularly fi(r the pearly 60 library 
technicia«jM--walli^ a range of duties that includes 
editing,* reference work^ searching, and yisible-file 
cataloging, the division instituted in 1973 a training 
program and promotion plan to build a more effi- 
cient and flexible staff and reduce wasteful turnover 
by 'providing not only incentive but also variety of 
work A considerable proportion of the staff has 
beconj^^expect in all the duties listed, turnover has 
been almost halved, and attainment of the dual goal 
seems within reach. 

The staff anfl functions of the National Serials 
Data Program (NSDPJ were transferred in January 
1975 from the Processing Department Office to the 
Serial Record Division, thus formalizing a working 
relationship that had already resulted in a coordina- 
tion of the, serial processing functions with the inter- 
national responsibilities of N-SDP as the U.S. 
representative to the Internatioxial Serials Data 
System. Hie ISbS, established wjthin the frame- 



work of the Unesco/Unistst pragram, is a network 
of national and regional centers for the creation and 
maintenance of computer-based data banks contain-* 
^ng essential informatioiifpf^e identification of 
serials. * Though not---iH'^ them are as yet opera- 
llO i ial, lliere ^areTin addition to NSDP and the 



central agency in Pans, centers in Argentina, Austra- 
lia, Canada, Finland.T'rance, the Federal Republic 
of Germany, Italy, Japan, Nigeriaf, the Soviet Union 
acting for the COMLCON (Council for Mutual^ 
Economic Assistance) countries, Sweden, Tunisia, 
the United Kingdom, and Yugoslavia The well- 
attended first meeting of the ISDS centers was held 
in November 1974 with N3D'P as host. 

Fulfilling its^ role as a nationaIcent£tr->i5^<t5n- 
tinued the systematic registration^ ofserials pub- 
lished in the United States through the assignment 
of International Standard Serial Numbers to titles 
cataloged by the three national libraries. In addi- 
tion, recognizing that the full benefits of the system 
will be realized only when the ISSN appears on the 
actual serial issues, a liaison was established to work 
directly with publishers, encouraging the use of the 
nlimbers. With the concurrence of the National Sci- 
ence Foundation, which funded the project, de- 
vflppment of ^a core data base of serials in science 
and technology was postponed until initiation of 
the CONSHR program. , « - 

Robert D. Desmond, assistant chief for manage- 
ment, and Joseph W., Price, assistant , chief for 
national and international operations, served alter- 
nately lis acting chief of the Serial Record Division 
until a replacement for Joseph H. Howard was 
appointed. 



TECHNICAL PROCESSES RESEARCH ^ 

During fiscal 1975 the Technical Processes Research^ 
. Office became deeply involved m planning far the 
future of catalbg control in the Library oF Congress. 
On the basis of present projections, an automated 
system of catalog control using the MaRc data base 
will be operative by^ 1980. Tirnely development of 
this system is contingent on resolution of ^ basic 
ptoblems relating to hardware, software, staff, and 
space. The prime attribute of the new system will bi 
flexibility. Users will be able to query the, files in* 
many different ways and they wjll have several op- 
tions as to the speed, detail, and e\fent of the re- 
sponse. 
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Once all current cataloging is being cunveried to 
Marc foim and automated control 'has been 
achieved, it will no longer be justifiable to add new 
entries to the card catalogs At that point, the ques- 
|on ot the relationship of the old catalogs to the 
machine data bjise must be resolved The mo^t real- 
istic policv would ^e tu treat the MARC dat^ base 
as complete in itselt when establishing name head- 
ings, subject h^eadmgs, and call numbers Tlius. 
althougJi the closed catalogs would remain indis- 
pensable guides to large segments of the Library's 
collections, for calaroging purposes the> would 
become onl> reference bource^ LveniualK, the non- 
M \R( catalog entries could be prepared tor publi* 
cation a book catalog or in microform. 

In the\e\t five or six years these developments 
will have a major impact on the Library's internal 
operations and on outside users of its bibhographic 
products Therefore, etforts are being made to en- 
sure wide understandmg of the consequence of 
automation. In addition to internal briefings and 
discussions, presentations have been given at meet- 
ings of the Association of Research Libraries, the 
Michigah Library Association, and the Midwest 
Academic Librarians Conference An Advisory Com- 
mittee on the Future of the L€ Catalogs drawn 
from t"he AL A/ RTSD ^Technical Services Directors 
of Large Research ^Libraries discussion group was 
established, meetinglfor the first jime in April 1^75 • 
Other- meetings at3d\ briefings are .planned for i\ic 
coming year 

An analysis the characteristics of a sample of 
current catalog records was made'as part of the con- 
tinuing study of dynamic tile growth. One of the 
most interestmg findings is that only 4.7 percent of 
the 1,645 discrete name headings that appeared on 
1,000 sample records were incompatible with the 
Anglo-American Cataloging Rules. This evidence of 
the relatively slight effect of the Library's policy of 
superimposition is attributable to t+iree factors

Tliq Service workload showed . a tremendous 
growth in fiscal 1975 Cleared requests numbered 
244,498, topping last year's record higJi of 202,344 
by 21 percent Significant factors affecting this 
growlH included the increases in major projects for 
congressional committees, the rising demand for the 
'Service's Issue Briefs, the production of bill factual 
statements, and the addition of new units ancl activi- 
ties m 6uch afeas as futures research and ocean and 
coastal resources. But perhaps more important for 
the futuVe, the volume of requests was not particu^^ 
larly affected by seasonal fluctuations, reaching an 
unusually higfi level during ' traditionally busy 
,months and for the most part maintaining it 
throug}iout the year.

Nnv SERVICES AND DEVELOPMENTS 

Section 321 of the Legislative Reorganization Act 
of 19170 was primarily directed to enhancing CRS 
^policy anal>sis and researc|i support capabilities for 
the Oongress The act's provisions focus principally 
on expanding the Service's legislative si^pport for 
committees, but analytical, legislative support for 
Members and the continuatioo-ePtTaUitional ser- 
vices are stressed^ 
SinceJiacrsTl^l \ the Service has proceeded to 
rtement the provisions and intent of the act in 
numerous ways. Its implementation plan, initiated 
in fiscal 1972, is neanng completion. It has in- 
creased and broadened the scope of its substantive, 
research endeavors for committees, Members, and, 
more recently, other legislative branch agencies. Its 
staff has grown to a current total of 741 persons. It 
has accommodated a diversity of congressional 
needs, some not widely anticipated five years ago, 
especially with regard to au4omated information 
systems and their products and the provision of

Comprehensive assistance wal provided to the 
iiouse Select Committee on Committees in hearings 
and fioor debate on H R 988, the Committee 
Reform Amendments of 1974 Several staff mem-' 
bers lent extensive assistance to the consideration of 
energy policy by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Congressional inv^TTTgations of U S. intelli- 
gence agencies generated numerous reports and 
hearings support from CRS analysts Additional 
interdivisional studies were conducted on the tech- 
niques of congressional oversight, world food scar- 
cities> and various alternatives for financing the 
Washington. D*C . Metro system.

Early in 1975 a similar task 
force was appointed to coordinate Service-wide 
support to the Members and committees involved 
with the investigations of U.S. intelligence agencies 
To assist with the Senate's National Ocean Policy 
Study (NOPS),an ad hoc group created by resolution 
of Congress, the Service set up an independent 
internal unit, the Ocean and Coastal Resources Proj- 
ect (OCRP), and hired a specialist on marine re- 
sources to serve as a consultant to both NOiPS and 
CRS staff members. . / 1 

A futures team and advisory panel were organized * 
tu assist in the identification and analysis of emerg- 
ing public policy issues.

Tlie facifily offers remote computer terminal, access 
to three legislative data files the legislative data 
base containing all bills introduced in 'the current 
Congress and used for tKe printed Bill Digest, tie 
bibliographic citation fife of approximately -75, OOQ 
references to CRS reports, official documents, and 
periodical literaiur^ and tlje Major Issues file con- 
taining briefs on selected key issues of current legis- 
lative interest Early m fiscal 1975 LIDS was 
supporting a networ-k of 25 cathode-ray-tube (CRT) 
videoscfeen terminals A dozen of these y/ere dis- 
tributed among- CRS research divisions and refer-^ 
ence centers and 13 were in use on a pilot basis by 
various Senate offices. In May 1975 the Senate* 
Committee on Rules and Administration authorized 
the procujement of 100 CRT terminals to provide 
Senate offices access to LIDS. 
,Ty respond more rapidly and effectively to a vari- 
ety of congressional requests, CR'^subscnbeSf to a 
number uf oxternal computer data systems. Briefly,

programs to generate reports analyzing the mortgage 
lending patterns of a major U.S. city, and the initia-

Major computer-based products for the Congress 
available this year included. 

Jssue Briefs. The Major Issues System, the -newest 
component of LIDS, became officially operational 
in November 1974 with formal announcements to 
the Congress by the respective chairmen of the 
Senate Rules and'Administration and House A^tairv 
isiraiion Committees More than 60.000 printed 
copies of Jssue Briefs^have since been supplied to 
645 different congressional offices. Tlie briefs are 
frequently updated with contributions from more 
than one-third of the Service 6 subject specialists. B> 
June 30. tJiere were 174 titles available in the sys- 
tejn, addressed to specific issues in the fields of eco- 
nomics, education, enviranment, foreign affairs, 
government, law. and science. The list of available 
lilies IS ^:irculated regukirly to all congressional 
offices. Plans aVe underway for increased topic cov- 
erage apd JmprAJved cross indexing of Issue Brief 
materials iSc easier and still faster access by terminal 
users. 

Factual statements. H Res adopted in October 
1074, includes a provision directing CRS to»prepare 
for publication as soon as possible in the Congres-

Terminating program lists. Pursuant to the Legisla- 
tive Reorganization Act of 1 970, CRS -prepared lists 
of termmating programs for cumrrfitt^es in the 94th 
, . Congress The American Law^ Division identifieil 
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421 programs scheduled to expire in this Congress- 
260 in 1975 and 161 in 1976-and information on 
these was stored m an automated file. Thirtv-two 
committees were sent lists of the programs within 
their respective jurisdictions and the Appropriations 
and Budget Committees received copies of the com- 
prehensive list. Supporting analyfro^Fid documen- 
tation materials Were included upon request's^ 

The lists are apparently useful for Membei^^as. 
well as committees. More than two dozen offices 
requested the comprehensive list for the 94th Con- 
gress and several requested copies of the entire data 
i^ase. including programs due to expire ^s late as 
1985. 



Seminar Programs 

In cooperation with the Advanced Study Program 
of the Brookings Institution," CRS' again sponsored 
seminars for Members of Congress, this year on the 
issues of natipnal materials policy, the effect of 
petro'dollars on the U.S. and world economies*, tax 
policy, the^energy crisis and its domestic impact,', 
help for the unemployed, and the federal govern- 
ment, and transportation policy. The parallel^ series 
of seminars for senior^congressional staff, which also 
featured experts.^ addressed food scarcity, agricul- 
tural policy, .U.S. international, trade arjd investment * 
policies, jobs, welfare and the economy, and major 
trends in energy policy thinking. The series were 
attended by 1 02 Members and 382 staff. 

Also' in cooperation with th^. Bro^ldngs Institu- 
tion. CRS sponsored for th6 first^t-ime a comprehen- 
sive series of three one-day seminars for freshmaA 
Members of the 94th Congress The sessions were 
held m the Library .of Congress during February and 
"March and were designed to brief new Mehibers on a 
number of' key legislative issues before the 94th 
Congress. These included unemployment and infla-' 
tion. tax/ policies and reform, budget and expendi- 
ture poncies, health care, welfare reform, U.S. 
defense^ policy, and such international concerns as 
energy i food, and relations between the Soviet 
Union/and China. 

^Fo/ Members and th^ir senior ^taff aides, CRS 
cost/onsored alhird annual series of seminars oh 
-nanonal growth policy, featuring speakers from the 
siy^cial sCi^pc^ research community with professional , 
pertise in issues of urban growth.

Several special seminar programs w^re held for 
i^gressional staff. One on legislative oversight and 
program evaluation reviewed in three sessions gen- 
eral legislative responsibilities and resources for 
oversight and evaluation, four legislative committee 
case studies, and current evaluation methods and 
projects in the executive branch. More than 100 
congressional staff members attended Two pro- 
^ ^rams on the dev^elopment of the outer continental 
- sITelf and c^oaslal ^une management were held at the 
request of the chai/man of the National Ocean 
Policy Study Designed for the study's Members, 
and othef^— with a special, interest in ocean 
policy matters, the seminars were part of a continu- 
ing series of working sessions that C RS wiM hold 
periodically during the existence of NOPS. Other 
special prograrps addressed the future of the econ- 
omy, modeling technology , and futures research 

The Service's Qffice of Spectal Programs coordi- 
nated briefings m (he fall for congressional offices 
that had expressed interest in learning more about 
the Service during the CRS ev?iluation survey of 
' May 1974. Each briefing included an oral presenta- 
tion and tour of various C RS offices Additional 
^ briefings were prwvided upon request througliout 
Ihe year and, in sum, 150 were held for 350 con- 
gressK^hal staff members

Cooperation With Other Legislative Agencies i 

. To provide the Congress with4ngh quality research 
ahd maximum benefit from its information resource, 
agencies, CRS is endeavoring to assist the recejitly 
'established Congressional Budget Office (CbO)and 
(he Office of Technology Assessment (OTA) and to 
cooperate un projects and information e^chang^s 
wrth-the General Accounting Office (O AO ). 

The Congressional, Budget and Imp(Hindment 
jControl Act (Public Law 93-344), enacted in J^uly 
1974, called for the creation of a Congressional 
Budget Office anxl authorized its director ''to obtain 
information, data, estimates, and statistic^ devel- . 
oped by the Cenerar Accounting Office, the Library 
of Congress, and the Office of Technology Assess- 
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ment, and (upon agreement with them) to utilize 
their services, facilities, and personnel with or with- 
^ out reimbursement 

Since the C bO director's appointment in Febru- 
ary 1975. CRS and CBO staft have held several 
exchange briefings on the roles and services of the 
two agencies and the Service has received many 
research and reference requests from CBO. One CRS 
information specialist assisted in drafting requests 
for proposals on the development of automated 
fiscal-budgetary and legislative scorekeeping infor- 
mation support s> stems and served as senior techni- 
cal adviser to the director's staff in meetings with 
several information systems groups In addition, he 
organized and coordinated for C BO a two-day semi- 
nar featuring demonstrations of selected fiscal- 
budgetary automated information systems used by 
state legislatures 

A Cfrs senior specialist in American government 
assisted with the development of specifications for 
the current Service budget, submitted to the Office 
of Management and E^udget in November 1975, and 
represented CBO at various meetings dealing with 
informational resources for budgeting. A senior ref- 
erence specialist was detailed to CBO for several 
months to assist in establishing its library and in 
gaining staff access to CRS reports, bibliographic 
services, and the Bill Digest, 

During Its first full year of operStion, the Office 
of Technology Assessment frequently called on C RS 
for substantive research and assistance in monitoring 
ongoing activities of the staff and its contractors.^ 
- For example, one senior specialist assisted the o'TA 
materials program by reviewing plans, submissions 
of contractors, and progress of contracted work. 
' Another has undertaken a comprehensive compila- 
tion and analysis of the most irnportant*^ recent 
studies on national energy policy.' Several continu- 
ing projects involve the tracking of legislation on 
such subjects as recycling, technology assessment in 
general, and the role of OTA. Altogether, 13 maj<ir , 
.projects were undertaken for OTA , in addition, 9,1 9 
requests were received for analytical briefs and 
reports and general reference assistance.

American Law Division 

As III earlier >ears. the work ut this^ division was 
iiotable for both its vulume and the Fringe ol issues 
considered Queries on legal and constitutional 
issues may tirise in connection with any of the sub- 
jects within the jurisdiction of all congressional 
.committees and frequently are raised by Members in 
carrying out their official legislative duties Con- 
sidered in the division were questions of con- 
stitutional law. international law. and treaties. 
Constitutional and statutory questions arose in the 
context of such diverse subject^ areas as crime, In- 
dian riglits, ciwl riglits. elections, abortion, bank- 
ruptcy, and congressional committee riglits and 
responsibilities in various situations Vpr example, 
coitipelling testimony of witnesses, securing infor- 
mation from executive branch agencies and the 
private sector, and other aspects of committee oper- 
ations 
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The diMSion'b assistance was requested with re- 
spect to many legal problems resulting from the 
impeachment process and President Nixx»n's resigna- 
tion For example, several reports were prepared on 
questions relating to President Nixon's riglus to vuri- 
oiJs transujon benefits and'to the ownership, dispo- 
sition, and control of presidential papers A report 
deafing with the constitutionality of^he Presidential 
Recordings and Materials Preservation 'Act. S 4016. 
was read into the Congressional Record m the 
course of Senate debates Similar studies were re- 
quested with respect to the papers of Members of 
Congress 

Tlie division substantially increased its major proj- 
ect work t"or congressional committees this year In 
addition to contributions to several interdiMsiunal 
projects, division attorney s assisted committees with 
numerous specialized reports Tliese included exami- 
nations of the regulations of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, legal and constitutional issues raised by the 
cOvenarit to establish a commonwealth of the Man- 
anas, United States Code provisions withrti oversiglit 
responsibility of the Senate Commerce Committee, 
enforcement provisions m consumer and safety leg- 
islation, regulation of real estate tluough the taxing 
power, and contested elections. 

Characteristic of the services performed at the 
request of Members were several memoranda on 
Memi?e*r obligations with respect to classified mate- 
rials, analyses of the legal and constitutional basis 
for executive agreements and of the powers of con- 
gressional committee chairmen, and assistance to a 
group of Congressmen in drafting a brief amicus 
curiae fOr a Supreme Court case involving the con- 
stitutionality of the Regional Rail Reorganizatipn 
Act. of 1973. In all, the division responded to 
16,1 28 requests 

Pursuant to statutory directive, the American Law 
Division prepares decennial editions and biennial 
supplements to The Constitution of th^^Tlnitecl 
Stares of America Analysts and Interpretation, The 
seventh edition of this volume v^as published in 

1972. The first suppl^ent, including analyses of 
Supreme Court opinions handed down in 19|72and 

1973, was issued in fiscal 1975 and work continued 
on tfle collection and analysis of the Court's opin- 
ions TtMsindusion in the second supplement. 

t The division's legislative documentation section, 
which compiles the Digest of Public General Bills

Hearings 
on the Rockefeller riummat-ion engage^ division spe- 
cialists over a perii>d of three and a half mon.ths for 
responses to over 150 requests fr^mi the Senate 
Rules and Administration CoiTiinitte)6/and the House 
Judiciary Committee. The intelligence commit^tee 
investigations prompted some 400 inquiries, con-

To accommodate the surge of in-persorv busyiess 
in the Reading Room, additional staff was sched- 
uled for Monday through Friday nights, .doubling 
the coverage of all weeknights. Because congres- 
sional interns made frequent and heavy use of the 
Reading Room last sumnter, arrangements wdre 
made during the summer of 1975 to set up the Con- 
gressional Intern Center in a separate location with 
separate staff 

The installation of additional CRT terminals and 
the AVvv York Times Information Bank in the 
centers, coupled with the formal announcement to 
tlie Congress in November of the availability of 
Issue Briefs, contributed considerably to tjie in- 
creased workload in fiscal 1975. ^quests to the 
Ra>burn Center went up 16 percent to 13,849.

14,270 requests were * 
cleared, an increase of 72 percent over fiscal 1974, 
and the number of congressional visitors rose by 
215 percent Center staff training congressional staff 
niembers.in the use of computer equipment find the 
data banks helpful in their own reference work, 
especially in providing bibliographic data. Issue 
Briefs, and lists and digests 6f legislative bills. 

The improvements and expansion of the Senate 
Reference Center, alung with the rise in workload, 
nccCssUated the a'dditiun of a third permanent staff 
member. A librarian has also been stationed in the 
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Lungwurlh Book Room lo plan tor il> cvenludl coii- 
veriiun to a letorcnco center and ^>upervi:>e it^ cur- 
rent delivery operations 

Leo no m ICS Division 

In this 'division also the workload increased substap- 
tiallv during fiscal 1975 Some 15^,125 Member, 
committee, and constituent inquiries were cleared, 
32 percent more than in fiscal 1974, including 
equall) high increases in major project work and tor 
committees Nearly hall of, all the requests were 
handled on a rush basis and during several months 
exceeded i .500 As might be expected, the twin 
issues ol eiierg> and the economy occupied much of 
the division's analytical and informational effort 
Many ol these studies, in the energy field especially, 
involved interdivi^ional inputs. Another major com- 
mitment of statf lesources and time was in support 
of the new Budget Committees and the Congres- 
sional Budget OfHce. 

A source of special assistance for many requests 
.uas the first full year's use of automated economic 
mformation systems, including various economic 
time series, tapes of the '[975 and 1976 federal 
budgets, and an econometric model of the U.S. 
economy All of these were used in c rS analyses of 
the federal budget, in the development of infla- 
tionary impact statements required by recent law,, 
and fur a variety of congressional inquiries concern- 
ing the possi'ble results of policy proposals Other 
studies that were facilitated by access to computer 
software packages involved an analysis of foreign- 
exchange market transactions of multinational cor- 
porations, a study of the relationship of profit 
pejTormance to the capital structure of major oil 
corporations, and the development of a program 
evaluation system for public works projects 

Access to additional computer packages was ob- 
tained, including an energy model and etonomic 
charting capability. Tlie C RS contracting authority 
was used for studies of a prpposed national electric 
, power grid system, the economics of commodity 
shortages, and other subjects. 

Division specialists compiled for a Member a 
survey of 17 major legislative issues^ and current leg- 
islation relating to the economy. 6ther Member re- 
quests involved the impact of several tax cu( 
proposals, the economic effects of lowering the 
national unemployment rate to 3 percent within 18 
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months, and the number and funding of consumer 
protection programs in the federal^government A 
report was prepared for users of the Consumer Price 
Index and an analysis made of the results of a ques- 
tionnaire on investment tax credits for electric utili- 
ties 

Appearing in committee prints were division stud- 
ies on federal anti-inflation pol>cy since 1946, auto- 
mated guideway public transit systems, alternative 
economic projections and policies for the 1975 
budget, and an extensive compendium of all federal 
formula grant-in-aid programs. Division staff assisted 
a housing subcommittee's analysis of block grant 
formulas, compared two major housing- and com- 
munity development bills, and revised and updated 
a Joint Economic Committee report on housing pro- 
grams admihistered by the federal government. 

The many reports prepared on an anticipatory 
basis for congressional users included reviews of the 
basic issues and proposal^ for a national develop- 
ment bank, the availability of homes for middle- 
income families, tax provisions affecting business 
investment, marital status as a factor in federal in- 
come tax rates, and the current stiitus of general 
revenue sharing. 

'^Education and Public Welfare Division 

Tlie economic decline during fiscal 1975 had a 
strong influence on the workload of the Education 
and Public Welfare Division - both increasing it and 
changing its emphasis. Unemployment insurance, 
public service jobs, and proposed health insurance 
for the unemployed all became active legislative 
concerns stemming directly from the economic 
downturn. 

^*^As in the past, the division continued to work 
closely with congressional committee staffs in tlie 
development of many aspects of social legislation. 
Division specialists actively participated in the con- 
sideration of comprehensive health plannin"^, health 
manpower, medical malpractice, and the continuing 
deliberation^ on national health insurance. Activity 
in the area of social service arid income maintenance 
programs resulted in c^s upon the resources of the 
division in the areas oT social security financing, 
food stamps, child care, supplemental security in- 
come programs, older Americans, manpower pro- 
grams, and railroad retirement benefits. Education 
analysts continued fo work closely with' cOmmittqe 
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staffs m munfforing the effects of the 1^)74 tduca- 
tion Amendments and provided active support to 
subi^fTTTtirttiee staffs wuh pending legislation con- 
cerning vocational, higlier, and handicapped educa- 
tion programs. Tlie division specialist in immigration 
maintained a close working relationship with com- 
mittee staff througliout congressional deliberations 
on the Vietnam retugee situation. The division spe- 
, ciali§ts m gun control and drug abuse provided 
assistance in support of irenewed legislative interest 
m gun control and internptional narcotics traffic. 

Division specialists assisted with committee over- 
siglit of the Federal Bureau ot Investigation and the 
Law rnforcenient Assistance Adnunistiation and 
als<j provided oversiglit support in the areas of Medi- 
care and Medicaid Fheir contributions appeared in 
committee print^^ and reports analyzing pending leg- 
islation on liealth insurance for the unemployed, 
private pension reform, social services, child nutri- 
tion and child care, health manpower, and un- 
employment compensation. Other division analyses 
appearing in congressional publications addressed 
such subjects as medical •malpractice, physician 
salaries in the Veterans Administration, the public 
assistance budget, drug industry competition, juve- 
nile justice, and international narcotics control. 

The need for specialized computer analysis was 
apparent m a number of areas In this regard, the 
Rducation and Public Welfare Division continued its 
computer-based study of the funding elements of 
the 1974 Education Amendments and compared 
various aid formulas for educational assistance to 
federally impacted areas and student financial assist- 
ance programs. Computer software packages were 
used to assi^>t in legislative and data analyses of for- 
mula grantb under the Older Americans Act and for 
the collation of a survey on national child assistance 
programs, 

Tlie division compiled over 60 mUltilithed reports 
and 27 Iv>ue Briefs. Tlie brief prepa-red on national 
health insurance was especially popular witli con- 
gressional offices this year. Ovewll, the divisjon 
ansN^ered 12,4.M requests

Responses to 5.304 requests Xor services Vn environ- 
iifental, lan^d use, energy, minerals, agriculture, and 
related policy areas vyere made by this division dur- 
ing the year. T|ie Energy -related bills introduced in 
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the 94th Congr<}ss througii June some 1,000 gen- 
erated increasedjassistance to the Senate Committee 
on Interior anxi ilnsular Affairs and the House Inter- 
state and Forei.'gn Corpmerce, Interior and Insular 
Affairs, and Wais and Means Committ^ees, and to a 
new subcommittee of the Joint Atomic Energy 
Conmuttte Tl/e numerous major project requests 
trgm these and several other committees encouraged 
multidisciphnary approaches within the division and 
frequently the cooperative efforts of several analysts 
on a single project. 

The extent of the wo*rk for committees is mani- 
fested by the attribution of division contributions in 
some 23 congressional documents this year Among 
tlvese were committee prir|ts providing a comprehen- 
sive analysis of legislative and policy activities dur- 
ing the 93d Congress affecUng all natural resources, 
a separate analysis of air pollution legislation, issues, 
relevant court actions, and activities of govern- 
mental and private organizations, legislative histories 
of the National Environmental Policy and Solid 
Waste Disposal Acts, an evaluation of the economic 
impacts of air and water quality standards in rural 
areas, a study of field hearin^^s testimony concerning 
the development of outer co^ntinental shelf oil aiTd 
gas in southern California, and ^n analysis of the 
questionnaire responses fr'om state recreation offi- 
cials on a series of economic and environmental 
issues. Divisfon staff members compiled selected 
readings on energy ' conservation and on emerging 
Issues relating to water needs for future energy 
development?} and, as background Xor hearings, 
a reader on existing reseajoh and development per- 
taining to sulfates in the atmosphere. 

Several services and reports assisted .with commit- 
tee hearings on such subjects as environmental re- 
search and development, energy conservation and 
housing, organization for control of nuclear exports, 
critical areu3 in relation Jo ic^id use le^slation, and 
outdoor recreation and .national parks. Extensive 
legislative assistance w;is provided on draft ame;id- 
ments to the Fish and \Vildlife'Coordination AcJ^f 
195B. Summaries of the major^issues associated With 
amendment of the Clean Air Act were prepared be* 
fore hearings of the Senate Public Works Commit- 
tee, and lale in the year the testimony of witnesses 
in oversight hearings on the act was summarized on ^ 
an issue'by-issue basis. 

. Some 16 division analysts contributed to a cri- 
tique of the fifth anrjUal report of the Council on

Congressional mteiest m foreign *pohcy and in the 
. U.S. agencies with responsibility in foreign aftairs 
and national detense was particularly intense this 
year, as mamtcsted m a variety of hearings, investi- 
gations, and debatt's. The Soviet Union's abrogation 
ot the bilateral tiade agreement with the United 
States, Turkey's seizure of a substantial area of 
northern Cyprus, the suJden fall of South Vietnam, 
the continuing crisis m the Middle Kast, massive pur- 
chases ot U.S. military equipment by Iran, Saudi 
Arabia, and Jordan, and the deterioratingsituations 
in India and Portugal were a tew ot the critical prob- 
lems that made tiscal b>75 an exceptionally active 
year tor the foreign AHairs Divisi\>n. Altogether, 
the division responded to 6,402 congressional re- 
quests, !() percent more than last year. 

hite/national concernj^ gave rise to a number of 
studies. Amon^the most notable were a study pre- 
pared \()r the Senate majority leader's trip to China 
on domestic and torefgri policy 4eveU)pments in the 
People's Republic ol China, a paper publijied m 
Senate subcoipmittee, hearings, "Negotiations and a 
Settlement in Cambodia", a study published as a 
print by the House Special Subcummittee oh Inves- 
ngdtU)ns concerning ''Greece and Turkey Some 
Miht'^iry Implications Related to NATO and the 
Middle last'\ and a series of papers prepared in 
collaboration with the Knvironmental Policy Divi- 
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sion concerning the relations between th« bil in- 
dustry and various toreign governments, notably 
France, Italy, the Netherlands, Germany, and Japan 
Tlie papers on the oil industry and toreign govern- 
ments have been issued as prints by the Senate Com- 
mittee on interior and Insular Affairs , 
Cooperation between the Senate Committee on 

^ Foreign Relations and the House Committee on 
International Relations has resulted in the division s 
undertaking certain projects for the two committees 
jointly. Two years of work by some 20 CRS re- 
searchers resulted in the study, '*The Kole of Advi- 
sorv Committees in US Foreign Policy," published 
as a joint committee print. Describing the organiza- 
tion and activities ot more than 50 advisory com- 

- mittees, the stud> examined an area of activity that 
had been targeted for congressional oversiglit by the 
passage in 1^^72 of the Federal Advisory Committee 
Act Another continuing effort on behalf of both 
committees was the monitoring of executive branch 
reports to Congress relating to international security 
atfairs. The entire data base regarding reporting re- 
quirements and reports received has been put into 
the Library's computer and is being kept up to date 
for the use of the two committees and others inter- 
ested. As a special service to the House International 
Relations Committee, the division continued to pre- 
pare on a monthly basis chronologies covering seven 
areas of the committee's concern arms control, 
Indochina, the Middle Hast, international aspects of 
the energy problem, U.S. relations with Western 
Europe, U S relations with' the Soviet Union and 
the People's Republic of China, and the Cyprus 
cr:sis 

The newly formed Budget Contmittees generated 
activity both tlirougli their o^vn work and as a result 
of,tlVeir requirements on other standing committees. 
For "example, the Foreign AlTairs Division assisted 
with a draft of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee's report to the Senate Budget Committee. on 
the administration's budget proposals. .With strong 
additions to the staff of defense analysts, the divi- 
sion was able to prepare a summary analysis of the 
fiscal 1976 defense budget for the two Budget Com- 
mittees, as well as a paper higliligh-ting probable 
* major issues in the defense budget Divisiorl person- 
net continued to work in close cooperation with the 
staffs of the Senate Armed Services Committee and 
the Defense Subcommittee of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. In both instances, analysts pro- 
vnjed support in a variety of ways before and during, 
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hearings un defense legislation In addition, at the 
request of the Joint Committee on Defense Pro- 
duction, the division prepare.d a comprehensive sur- 
ve^r of legislation and execu-tive orders relating to 
the committee's area of jurisdiction and assisted the 
committee's staff in obtaining pertinent, information 
from* agencies of the executive branch 

Throughout the >ear the duision j)ro\aded assist- 
ance to the Commission on the Organization of the 
Government for the Conduct of Foreign Policy 
Several senior analysts were invited to testify before 
a commission subcommittee concerning information 
and research facilities available to Congress in the 
field of international security affairs.

Reorganized earl> in the >ear, the Go\ernmcnt and 
General Research Division now operates in three 
major research groups to cover Congress and poli- 
tics, government operations, and national affairs 
research, respectively. 

Division specialists on the Congress responded to 
greatly increased numbers of requests from com- 
mittees and Members for analyses of institutional 
changes made and proposed for the Congress in 
— Fe.ent years, most notably the recommendations of 
the Select House Committee on Committees and 
reforms effected by the House Administration Com- 
mittee. Amongojther aj>j>ignments, the 'staff assisted 
several new committees in their organization, pre- 
pared several new committee histories, revised for 
the Senate Rules and Administration Committee its 
committee print on the cloture rule, represented 
CRS and congressional needs in Bureau of the 
(Tensus planning for the, 1980 census, and analyzed 
the role of Ci>rig'rels m the Bicentennial celebra- 
tions. Staff asshstaiice to committees on pohtival 
process questions included a survey, in preparation ^ 
^ for hearings on Ipbbying in the executive branch, of 
procedures by federal agencies for recording com- 
munications from persons outside the agency; a crit- 
_ leal analysis of public opinion polls on legislafive 
issues.'^and the drafting of portions of a committee' 
report on a joint resolution providing for the direct 
election of the President and Vice President. 

Expanded -^^origressional interest in oversight of 
the executive brancli caused the guvernment opera- 
tions Staff to offer new assistance in oversiglit 
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methods, techniques, procedures, and resources to 
many committees and Members. Staff undertook 
related, comprehensive research to identify the 
ty pes and use of o\ersig}it resources and techniques, 
analyze the extent to wliich certain agencies and 
programs have been administered in compliance 
with congressional intent, determine how e*ffeclively 
.several agencies with inspection responsibilities have 
performed their duties, and describe the extent to 
which Congress has written the committee vetojnto 
legislation as a tool of oversight Domestic federal 
intelligence-gathering^agencies were the subject of a 
Wide range of research questions received from over- 
siglit and investigatory committees 

As a result of the Congressional Budget and Im- 
poundment Control Act, of 1974, many Members, 
the two Budget Committees, and other committees 
utilized the division's expertise in budget procedures 
and impoundments. Two such major efforts were 
the preparation of an exhaustive glossary of budget 
terminology and a report on the uses of confidential 
funds. 

Nearly all committees and subcommittees and 
most Member offices called upon the national af- 
fairs staff during the year. Women's affairs analysts 
worked closely with committees and Members on 
the Equal Riglits Amendment (now before state 
legislatures for' ratification), mide rnajor studies » 
concerning conflicts in federal sex discrimination 
regulations, and analyzed legislation regarding wom- 
en in military academies and equal credit. Experts 
on Indian affairs completed major reviews of Indian 
legislation considered in the 93d Congress, submar- 
ginal lands policy from 1934 to 1974, and all fed- 
eral service programs for American Indians, 
Historians completed a major study of American' 
Samoa, a compendium of "firsts*' a*nd records in the 
House, and a chronology of events ir^ the era of the 
American Revolution. Speechwriters prepared spe- 
cialized materials to aid Members in responding to 
inquiries' about the Bicentennial. The translations 
unit cleared 2,310 requests, which entailed 6,800 
pages of translated material, some 40 percent more 
^han last year. 

In addition to ai^ expanded workload of 11,316 
requests, an inc^re^ise of 7 percent ove; fiscal 1974, 
the division prepared thi^ year's compilation of ex- 
cerpts and a selected bibliography for the national 
college debate topic. "Resolved. That the powers of 
the Presidency should be curtailed," available as^ 
H;Doc. 93-273.

Fiscal was largely a vear ut cuiibulidation and 
improvement ot^ exiiUng servicers in this division, the 
intormation and bib'liographic support arm ot ( RS. 
A ma|or improvement resulted from tfie estab- 
lishment of an S!)i ^elective Dissewunalion of 
Information) master file m June 1974. The need for 
suth a file had lung been apparent to facilitate and 
accelerate ,the provision ot hard copy on items cited 
in the iUI bibliographic service. The tile contains 
pliotocopies ot some 80 percent ol all items cited m 
the Service's bibliographic data base Nearly 23,500 
new Items were added during the vear, which re- 
quired a tot^ul 2()>>,H00 duplicated pages. Congres- 
Monal rcLjuests for Shi materials called lor 18,000 
Items and 215,'^^00 photocopies There are plans to 
extend the SIjI service tu additional congressional 
offices and the division expects to place the tile on

Tlie division acquired a helpful new information 
resource, namely, two sets ut the Congressional 
intormation Service's microliche collection of nutii- 
bered congressional reports and documents of tlie 
'>2d Congress and'reports, documents, hearings, aifd 
cijmmittee prints ot the ')3d Congc^ss. Not yet 
acquired, but on order, are the bills and resolutions

In March l'^75 a clipping service on intelligence 
agencies and their activities was initiated ThC note- 
b(j(jks that result Iruin this undertaking will be simi- 
iat lo iIkjsc previously compiled on impeachment 
and the Watergate atlair, consisting primarily of 
newspaper articles and clippings troni the CuNgrt\s- 
sionul Jlci.ord. The last two notebooks were com- 
pleted early in the year and were contained m 2S 
and 44 volumes, respectively. 

Division ^tatl prepared 724 on-demand bibliogra- 
phies from tlie biblujgraphtc data base, 200 mure 
than lasl year. Over 500 were in response to con- 
giessiunal lequcst^ and seveial ot these have ap- 
peared 111 congressional pnbhcatLuns. Some of the 
more active area^ of bibluigrapHic interpsl included 
energy and the envnonment. matcMTals management, 
ta x feior nr, technology assessment, and activities of 
the intelligence agencies.

Science Policy Research Division 

Specialists in the Science Policy Research Division 
are involved in a broad range of legislative issues. 
Tlie nature of the ^^hyxxiua's support frequently 
involves consultation and close liaison with congres- 
sional stalTs tor the preparation of tailored memo- 
randa and the supply ot technical inputs to 
badc^und studies and many phases of congres- 
sional hearings Among the more visible products of 
cooperative etlorts are the reports and studies pub- 
lished by ^ congressional committees. The division 
contributed in whole or in _part \o 44 committee 
prints this year. ^ _ 

. In the health field/fTTNdivision rt .ponded to ques- 
tions and drafted reports on nutrition and food 
additives, ioxic substances m the environment, ani- 
mal research, fetal research, diseases, chemical and 
biological warfare, and the budget of^the National" 
Institutes of Healtii. Reports. on genetic engineering, 
federal regulation of human experimentation, and 
medical device legislation appeared in committee 
prints. 

Congressional interest in energy issues continued 
to influence division efforts Science policy analysts 
examined secondary and tertiary oil recovery meth- 
ods tor^the House Science and Technology Subcom- 
mittee on Lnergy Research, Development, and 
DeiiHjnstration, provnied hearin'gs assistance and 
contributed to a print on oil shale teclinology, and 
summari/^ed the iJisues surrounding the development 
of Oil and gas on the outer continental shelf wit^ 
analysis of the impact of such development on the 
' coastal states. For the Office of Technology Assess- 
ment, the division contributed to an analysis of the 
feasibility of sep*irating exploration from produc- 
tion of oil and gas on the outer continental slielf. 
Other studies focused on coal technology, solar 
energy, gepthermal power, thev proposed hydrogen 
economy (using hydrogen as a itieans of stuxmg and 
distributing energy), alternative nuclear power sys- 
tems, and the Energy Research and" Development 
Agency budget^ 

Studies were comp leted on various aspects of 
ocean re sc^rces^mcTu ding Committee prints on the 
effects chiefly polluting of man's activities on the 
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marine ^vironmept, the development ut U.^ and 
Canadian tar s^ijMs, the problem of ocean manga- 
nese nodules, and th^ third JJ^N. Conference on the 
[Law of the Sea. A contract study 6n tfie etonpmic 
Value of ocean resources to the United States and a 
pjeliminary -purvey of Soviet ocean activities were 
conducted at the request of the Senate Co'mmejrce 
Committee. ^ 

Numerous queries* were generated by majerial 
shortages, rising materials costs, the problems of 
seeking substitutes, and the accompanying repercus- 
sions on^energy consumption, the environment, the ^ ♦ 
economy, and international trade. The respjonsi- , 
bilities and interests of 20 federal agencies in domes- 
tic material resources were summari/.ed in ^ report 
lor the Senate Public Works Committee. 

Other area^ of study have included means of 
supplying the President with science advice, priori- 
ties for science research, program evaluation, and 
the budget of the National Science Foundation. The 
division has been involved in high-lev.el policy con- , 
siderations of tecl]nology transfer, with regard both, 
to the spin-{3ffs and b.enefits that Congress seeks 
from expenditures for space and to the general 
problefns of higli technology impact on interna- 
tional trade and fhe U.S. competitive position in the 
world. 

Several multicopy reports were prepared on such 
subjects as hunger aVid malnutrition m the United 
States, the status of the sickle cell disease program, 
health problems-- caused by vinyl chloride, back- 
ground and policy issues in the Apollo-Soy uz space 
project, the conduct and use of evaluiitioii in Con- 
gress and the executive branch, and the electric vehi- 
cle as an alternative tajas-powered cars. In all, the 
division cleared 5,977 requests 

Senior Specialists pivision ' " 

Senior specialists m CRS form a ugique interdiscipli- 
nary division that provides higli-level research sup- 
port to congressional offices. In addition, .through 
research and administrative associations with other/ 
CRS divisions, tiiey serve a unifying role within the 
Service, coordinating the efforts of many divisions ^ 
on particular projects and influencing overall re- 
search directions. Senior specialists were involved in 
40 of the (^7 major interdisciplinary projects tom- 
pleted4his year, usually as project coordinators, and 
responded to some 2J0OO Member and 'committee 
requests, o ^ - ' 
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At the request of the House Subcommittee on 
Pomestic Marketing and Consumer' Relations, the 
senior specialist in agriculture prepared^a legislative 
proposal for a commodity' reserve policy. Published 
in the .Congressional Record, the report analyzed 
the issues involved-in building stocks of farm com- 
modity reserves, the purposes of such stocks," and - 
their desirability from the standpoint of strategic 
security. Another study, appearing in a committee 
prirU of' th^ 'Senate Agriculture and Forestry Com- 
mittee, Examined the economic adeqi^acy of present 
income protection programs for agriculture and esti- 
mated that, depending on weather conditions, net 
incomes for farmers would vary from SI 2 billion tt)

Increased use of computerized* data bases and 
automated equipment by the Library staff and , 
readers enhanced the quality of reference services 
An on-line terminal with access to a significant but 
limited number of bibliographic records was made 
available for the first time to the public in the Sci- 
ence Reading Room. An increasing number, of cur- 
rent awareness services produced by automated 
method's are now accessible for bibliographic work- 
Guides to holdings and bibliographies are impor- 
tant means for effectively gaining, access to- the 
Library*s resources. An extensive illustrated guide to 
the prints and photographs collections and a bib- 
liography of current hterature important for Slavic 
and East European studies are only two of the sig- 
nificant publications prepared by the staff in fisuil

Purchases of grapfuc, arts, like many other cate- 
gories of library materials, have been restricted by 
the escalating prices of such items. The Prints and 
Photogiaphs Dfvision, however, continues to benefit 
from bc\cr^\ gift and trust funds earmarked for such 
acquisition's. On his retirement after 30 years of ser- 
vice to the Library, curator of historical prints 
Milton Kaplan established a new fund for the^pur- 
chase of graphic^Americana which wilj augment the 
existing Gertrude M. Hubbard Bequest fpr the pur- 
chase of historical prints. Tlie Committee to Select 
Prints for Purchase .Under the PanneTI Fund chose 
26 items for the Library's collections, 19 of which 
were from the 24th National Exhibitmn of Prints 
Gifts of drawings were made by Bill Mauldin and 
Robert Osborn, ^d Allyn Cox presented the pre- 
liminary studies for his murals in the U.S. Capitol, 
From the Washington Star came the Gibson Crock- 
ett cartoons for 1968-70'to be added t6 earlier gi/ts 
covering the fifties and sixties.

OROAMZATION OF THh COLLECTION'S 

Once acquired, the additions to the c^flflSctions-'-must 
be carefully organized and maintained for effective 
use. Except for legal works, the Reference Depart- 
ment has custody of the Library's collections of 
books, serials, manuscripts, music, photographs, 
maps, and other nonbook materials During fiscal 
1975, steady growth of these collections, with no 
appreciable gain in space, forced the department to 
concentrate its efforts on reorganizing collections 
and, when appropriate, converting materials to 
microform. Tlie department's traditional processing 
and preservation activities proceeded as usual. 

When the Serial Division relocated in the Annex 
in 1970, a, sizable collection of unprocessed serial 
publications remained in the Main Building As a 
result of a special project inaugurated in fiscaj. 197^, 
an estimated 700,000 of these have now been re- 
moved. Tlie major category of materials processed 
this year were the U.S. state and territorial govern- 
ment publications. Tliese, as well as a substantial 
number of university and monographic series titles, 
were prepared for binding and added to the Li- 
brary'5«4:Iassified collections From the gazette col- 
lection, long runs of the Uruguayan, Egyptian, and 
British Guianan national gazettes andpver20 Mexi- 
can state gazettes were searched and transferred to 
the Preservation Microfilming Office for filming 
Sizable runs of some serial titles, including Vie 
militaire (Pans), Labour New (London), znd Racial 
Digest (Detroit) were also submitted for micro- 
filming.

Shitung and reorganizing 'the collections was a 
major activity ^during the Vear The Stac'k and 
Reader Division, which has custody of the Library's 
general collections, partiyipated in the relocation of 
substantial portions of /lie classified collections to 
, reheve congestion Shimng and increased shelf read- 
ing contributed to imj/roved service, with a lowered 
percentage, for the tl(ird successive year, of not-on- 
shelf volumes Special collections \n the custody of 
the Orientalia and/Music Divisions were also relo- 
cated and reorganized The .Music Division com- 
pleted boxing tlw large collection of music arranged 
by copyrrglit ragistFtition^number and organized the 
3,000 LP's from the Norwood Collection of popular 
music The SiienCe and Technology Division's tech- 
nical feport collections in microform now exceed 
one njilliott items and have been substantially orga- 
nizedi The Science' Serials Project, in which some 
H,OOC)f trtles were converted to machine-readable 
records, was discontinued because of progress in the 
Library's overall serials automation program 

At the end of the fiscal year the Rare Book Divi- 
sion'is name was changed to the Rare Book and 
SpeJial Collections Division, reflecting a redefinition 
u\ ijls basic functions and custodial responsibilities. 
As part ot its expanded roli, the division assumed 
cu^jtody of sucli special collections as the Plochev 
Collec'tion*of 1 9th-century^ Bulgarian imprints, the 
Richardson Book Purchase, la collection particularly 
strong in 16th-century imphnts, the Federal Advi- 
sory Documents Collectipn, the Congressional 
Speech Collection, primarijy of the 19th century, 
and/ the YA Pamphlet Col/ection, containing items 
on virtually every subject but important for its 
strong emphasis on. 19th-century American history 
and tcchnologv Among collections transferjed from 
other divisions were the Bollingen Foundation- 
sponsored imp^nts and the nonlaw books from the 
Winter Palace collection of Emperor Nicholas II of 
Russia. TTiYough the vigilant efforts of employees in 
other parts of the Library, a significant numl?er of 
16th-century books in the general collections have 
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been identified and transferred to the Rare Buuk 
and Special Collettions Divisiun. Tliese sizable addi- • 
tions tu the division required an increased effurt tu 
control and organize the new materials Large num- 
bers of untataloged items>wej:e processed and the 
catalogs have been consolidated and improved. 
Special projects to edit the juvenile collection card 
catalog fur publication and create a card file for the 
Patent Office deposit materials 'Aere accomplished. 
The Frederic Goud> C^ullection. greall> augmented 
fhis >ear T)> a variety of materials, was placed under 
dontrol for the first time since its receipt in 1944. 
Safer and better conditions for the coUectioqs re- 
sulted from the i/stallation of a Halon fire system, 
improvements m the ventilation sistem, and refur- 
bishing of the stack areas 

Other divisions of the department also made great 
btrides in providing for more sophisticated catalog^ 
control'over special collections. The Geography and 
Map Division, fur example, is providing full c^- 
loging and classification in MARC Map,.a computer- 
assisted cataloging system, fur a significantly larger 
percentage <,uf its current map accessions. Special 
projects to catalog and classify all maps of theJlevo- 
lutionaiy War period and'the 1 ,000 titles in the pub- 
lished checklist. Panoramic Maps of Anglo -American 
Cities, were completed by the close of the fiscal 
year. .The 11 participants in the 24th consecutive 
Special Map Processing Project, which operated 
from July 8 through August 16,, 1974, assisted the 
division in refining and tightening controls over the 
cartographic collections. One project participant 
with a special language skill jndexed scmie 10,000 
Chinese set map sheets 

Tlie program tu catalog newspapers in the custody 
of the Serial Divisiun made substantial prugress dur- 
ing the year. In a juint efturt with the Prucessmg 
Department, newspaper caialuging^recurds pruduced 
by the Serial and Serial Recurd Divisiuns will be 
mduded in the CoNSIR project The Library's 
holdings ut U.S. nevyspapers are receiving highest 
priurity, with preliminary research cumpleted on 
titles Irum eiglit states Alabam^^ through Dela- 
ware-and the District of Coluj: 

Also cuming under jL^i^-iitcreased degree of control 
are, the vast picto^r^Tcollections in the Pritits and 
Photographs Division. Collections which received 
their first detailed cataloging mdude the Mexican 
Indian Pictorial Archive, cartoons of the French 
Revtjlution perujd, the Kreider Collection uf phutu- 
graphs ol Turkey, and all photographs in the Wright 



Brothers collection. The* Historic American Build- 
ings Survey files were given intensive care, 
Virginia Daiker, the division's architectural spe- 
cialist, prepared for retirement after four decades of 
service to the Library. The personalities and subjects 
found in the photographs of the extensive Tom Fris- 
sell Collection can now be identified by the use of a^ 
card index available in the division reading room. 
Thr* Motion Picture Section made considerable 
headway in providing preliminary (Cataloging of 
films newly received or newly transferred to safety 
film. 

The Orientalia Division, which has custody of the 
largest Asian and North African language collections 
in the United States, also maintains union catalogs 
repres6nring,the holdings of oriental-language mono- 
graphs and serials of the Library and other institu- 
tiuns Of great valtie tu the Hebraic Union Catalogs 
' puw internatiunally acclaimed as a unique tool of 
research value, was the pioneering effort by the 
Hebrew LTnion College in Cinwiri/iati'to recatalog its 
whole collection in conformity with pbrary of Con- 
gress practice. Encouraged by this example, other 
libraries with stfong Hebraic holdings decided to 
follow suit, thus substantially enriching the Hebraic 
Union Catalog and rendering it more refiective of 
this country^ extensive Hebrai^^a resources. Progress 
was made in the developtnent of the Chinese Union 
Catalog, due to the increasing number of requests 
fur location of Chinese materials. Edwin G. Beal, 
assistant chief of the Orientalia Division, ^d K. T. 
Wu, head of the Chinese and Korean Section, retired 
and were appointed honorary consultants in East 
Asian and Chinese bibhggraphy, respectfvely. 

The Reference Department, naturally, must coor- 
dinate many processing funCitions with the Process- 
ing Department Tlie newspaper cataloging program^ 
mentioned previoilsly, is just one example of collah 
oratior). Another joint effort successfully completed 
during fiscal 1975 was the revision and expansion of 
the Library's map and atlas classification schemes. 
The Geography and Map Division's MARC M4p staff, 
contributed significantly to the furthcoming publi- 
cation of"the revised class G. To assist another activ- 
ity, specialists of the Slavic and Central European 
Division have been selecting and assigning priorities 
to the volumes of the Cyrillic 4 iponographs and 
Yudin Collection for full cataloging 
• The department also works^ closely with the 
Administrative Department foi^ the preservation of

The overall effectiveness of the Library is 
tested every da> in the reading rooms operated b> 
the RefereiKc Department the two large general 
reading rooms and 12 specialized reading rooms ^ in 
tnese facilities reference service is offered to readers 
not onl> in person but also b> telephone and 
through coricspomleric-e This direct personal service 
Is augmented b> tlie preparation and publication of 
a wide v»net> of bibliographies, guides, and fmdini 
aids, all intended to inform reajJers about tfie 
lections of the Librar> and to aid iil the use of tl)0; 
collections / 

In fiscal I '>7S a sliglit upward trend was evidem in 
most ol the retereiice >>ervices provided by themef- 
ererice Pepartment, and a number of important 




bibliogiapfiies and collection guides were published. 
There were also significant achievements in auto- 
mation, specifically, the first steps were taken 
toward the development ot on-line access to Library 
of Congress computer data bases that can be used 
directly for the benefit of tlie reader. The Science 
and Technology Division was the focaf point for 
much of this activity 

One of the major developments was the use of 
on-line terminals to gain access to various data bases 
for public reference service. Although several divi- 
sions in the department iiave been involved in auto- 
m>ition for several years, this , involvement was 
Usually in the creation of such data as th(/MARC 
records for maps or in the searching cJf ihe M ARC 
data base tor specific ty pes of bi&iograonic records, 
for example, cliildren's literature, on ' a time-^ 
available basis The next logical developriient was 
direct access to the computer data base/ through 
terminals The General Reference and Bmliography 
Division, the Division for the Blind aiul Physically 
Handicapped, the^'Loan Division, the Serial Division, 
and the Scienc^ and Technology Division ,all had 
computer, terminals available durmg some part of 
the year. 

in April 1975 the first computer terminal for 
public use in the Library of Congress was installed 
in the Science Reading Room in the Science and 
Technology Division. Utilizing the SCORPIO (Sub- 
ject Content Oriented Retriever for Processing In- 
formation On-lirie) programs developed by the 
Information Systems Office, the on-line cathode- 
ray-tube (CRT) terminal provided access by author, 
title, subject, LC classification number or card 
number to approxirpately 90,000 English-language 
monographs in the fields of science and technology 
selected from the Library's MARC data base 

Tjie terminal also provided access to the file of 
information resources developed by tli^e Science and 
chnology Division's National Referral Center 
RC ) The system proved to be simple enougli for 
he most ulisopliKSticateti readers and sophisticated 
enougli for the most kn'owledgeable It enabled the 
user, for exa^iple. to search on LC card numbers for 
Scientific titles obtained from suclt basic bib- 
liogranfiic tools as Books m Print and the Cumu- 
lative/Book Index and then to view the full 
bibliographic' description of the book on the CRT 
terminal in a matter of seconds. This system js a 
pilot application, that the Reference Department 
hopes will yield useful clues about possible future 
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public use di un-line Lomputef- lerminals un a mu^h 
larger scale. ' * 

Another mriestune wi 1975 was the addition "oT 
the previous!) mentioned "^RC data base to the on- 
line SCORPIO system itself. The great Lonveniente 
of the new data base to the many SCORPIO users 
was demonstrated m April at a joint'presentation b> 
the Sciente and Technology Division and liie Infor- 
ma tiont Systems Office that was given six times in 
the WhittalJ Pavilion and five times in the Cop> riglil * 
Office to a total of 400 people 

In addition to the newly added NR( data base, 
SCORPIO contains three developed b> the Congres- 
sional Research Service (CRS) lib Bill Digest file, its 
current-awarenebs bibliographic citation file, and its 
Issde Briei> file Tlie uset'ulness of this information ■ 
to the Reference Department has been demon- 
strated din-mg the >ear through the use of a type- 
writer terminal in the General Reference and 
Bibliography Division (dR&B) which provides ac- 
cess, througli SCORPIO, to these data bases A siini- 
iSr typewriter terminal is located in the Serial 
Division. Plans were formulated during the >ear to 
r£place both typewriter terminals witlrCRT termi- 
nals and printers. A C Rl terminal which provides, 
access to the MARC data base for books i^ now 
available to the "Reference Department m the ^oan 
Division. 

Ready access to the MARC data bas^s for Refer- 
ence Department divisions is provided primarily 
througli the MARC Reference Service^During 1975, 
close to 34,000 full or partial catalog records were 
retrieved through the MARC Reference Service in 
response lo requests from Reference Department 
divisions. These included records of translations of 
Russian juvenile books, cit> maps, oil and gas maps, 
and books in science and technology. The number 
of monthly current-awareness services increased to 
19, with services added lor directories in all subjects 
and for Latin American lan^iages and literature. 
Tlie juvenile books data base, maintained on mag- 
netic tape for the Children's Book Section in 
C/R&B, contained over 3 1 ,450 records at the end of "^r 
the year. i 

During fiscal 1975, the Loan Division worked 
closely with the Infor'mation Systems Office m plan- 
ning a new Loan Automated Charging System 
(LACS) which will handle charging, discharging, and 
renewal operations for all categories of borrowers 
and will have on line capabilities for most trans- 
actions through CRT icrnunals, printers, and optical 



mark reader (OMR) equipment. Tentative targets^ 
for full operation are set for late 1975, The need for 
automated loan procedures becomes more evident 
each >ear as circulation figures continue to rise 
steadily. In fiscal 1975 the Loan Division issued 
over 218,000 individual pieces a 4-percent increase 
over 1974. Tlie growth in the circulation of non- 
book material unbound sehals, microfilm, manu- 
scripts, prints, and mjps continues to be greater 
than the increase in the circulation of books from 
the classified collections, ^ 

Further planning for the use of the automated 
s>stems of bibl^ographip control was underttiken in 
a series of joint meetings of the divisional officers of 
the Processing and Reference Departments, explor- 
ing the. services immediately available and those 
planned during the next few yeSrs. 

The Stack and Reader Division, wfiich is respon- 
sible for serving books to readers in the Library's 
two general reading robm^, reported that for the 
first time in several years the use of the general 
classified collections mcreased. March and April 
were the busiest months m the reading rooms and, 
as usual, class H (social sciences) was the most heav- 
ily used class. As in past years, the sharpest increase 
in the number of readers and in circulation took 
place in the Microform Reading Room, adjacent to 
the Main Reading Room. Reference librarians in the 
Main and Annex Reading Rooms reported increases 
in the number of reference contacts, telephone ref- 
erence inquiries from government agencies, and tele- 
phone calls from the press 

Most of the specialized divisions in the Reference 
Department also experienced increases in their refer- 
ence activity especially the Prints and Photographs, 
Rare Book and Special Collections, Science dnd 
Technology, and Serial Divisions. Although the 
number of readers visiting the Manuscript Ehvision 
and the Geography and Map Division remifined at a 
relatively stable level, both divisions reported 
increased reference correspondence and telephone 
inquiries. The number of photocopies made^ by 
readers in the Manuscript Division Reading Room 
rose sharply. 

The nature of reference work in the department 
differs considerably among the divisions and is m- 
Huenced by a variety of factors. Current event^s 
often have an important effect. For example, in the 
Litrn American, Portuguese, and Spanish Division 
(LAP.S), the volatile Portuguese political situation as 
well as speculation about Spanish politics intensified 
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the divibiufVs conLernS during fiSLdl l'->75 The e\hi- 
biliun ut arLhevIugicul nnd:> frum the Peuple'i 
Repubhc ul China 4t the Natiunal Gallery of Art m 
the spring uf 1975 iUmulateAa great 'de^l ut a^tivit)

In fiscal 1975, \ RD continued a 
research project for the National Aeronautics, and 
Space Adminib.tratioii (N \S \J and a series of proj- 
ects for the Department' oT Defense, A project for 
the Environmental Protection Agency, begun in 
hscal 1973. was expanded tu include the prepara- 
tion u\ up-tij-daie sheets summari/mg the structure 
ol toreign environmental conUul systems,^-"" 

In addition tu its reference wurk for government 
officials, scliolars. and the public m tlie Science' 
Reading Room, the Reference Section in the Sci- 
ence and Teclinulog>' Division prepares bibliogra- 
phies and perlorm> bibliographic searches on a fee 
basii. In fiscal 1975 the section continued work oa 
twu biidi bibhograplves one on isotope separation 
for the Union Carbide Cuip jration and the other on 
ship salvage lor the U.S. Navy. A projc,Lt was also

One example in fis- 
cal 1975 was the publication of Manuscripts on 
Murojorm, a Chetklist uf the Holdings in the Manu- 
script Division, which was frequentl) cited on iriter- 
librar> loan requests Tlie wide distribution of this 
and similar publications is one reason wh> Manu- 
scnpt Division inlerlibrar> loans have increased 
t>om 216 loans of 1,551 units m fiscal 1971 to 460 
loans of 2.319 units in fiscal 1975. 

During tlscal 1975, the Librar> published several 
other collection guides prepared b> Reference De-

Area studies divisions of the Reference Depart- 
ment continued to make major bibliographic contri- 
butions to their respective academic specialties. The 
University of Florida , Press published volume 36' 
inhumanities) of the Handbook of Latin American 
Studies, which ha.s been edited by LAPS, formerly 
named the Hispanic Foundation, for nearly 30^ 
years The principal bibliograplyc project of the 
Slavic and Central European Division is now the 
compilation uf the /^/?ic-'r/ct;/i Bibliography of Slavic 
and Last Luropean Studies, an annual bibliography 
pruduced in cluse associatiun with its spunsor and 
publisher, the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Slavic Sfudies. 

Finally, it must be .admitted that the role of ex- 
hibits in stimulating reader interest and reference 
ac^tivity IS often overlooked. Most of the Reference 
Department divi<nons with custodial responsibilities 
prepare exhibits based on their collections, usually 
located in or adjacent 'to their reading roomjj A

SERVICES TO THE BLIND AND PHYSICALLY 
HANDICAPPED 

Fiscal 1975 wasa^year of change and innovation for 
the Division for the Blind dud Ph>sicall> Handi- 
capped as it underwent a reorganization and new 
plans were, developed and implemented to provide 
better service for its tjiousands of readers. Althougli 
man> of the changes involved the internal manage- 
ment of the division, the chief objective was a 
strengthened and iriore effective program responsive 
to reader needs and intt^ests. 

Of almost SI I 5 million appropriated for the divi- 
sion for fiscal l'->75. more than 75 percent was spent 
on reading ixiaterials (braille, talking books, and cas- 
sette bojjks) and pta>back equipment (phonographs 
and cassette^ players). Other major developments 
during the fiscal year included elimination of a 
talking-book maUiine shortage, introduction of 
both a new book selection pohc> and a collection 
development plan, planning for and beginning work 
on a bibliographic center for the blind and physi- 
cally^ handicapped, and production of all cassette 
titles' at the slower recording speed of 15/16 inches 
per second. 

Shortages of raw materials essential for the pro-^ 
duction of pla>back equipment resulted in a crisis im 
the. production of machines during 1 974. To avoid a 
similar cnsis in 1975. special efforts were made to 
awaid most major contracts b> midyear For the 
first time in several years some large^contracts w^e 
completed withla,the fiscal/year. Phonographs and 
casj>ette playjeTs, formerly' in short supply, yvere 
available in sufficient number at the year's end to 
satisfy reader needs. 

For some time the division ha> been striving to 
improve its national collection of embossed and 
recorded books and to balance its collection. This 
undertaking has been especially difficult because of 
tjie need to serve 400,000 readers with diverj^ needs 
and interesls who range from the very ^oung to the 
very old. To achieve a balance, a new selection 
poiicy was adopted and a plan for dew44jping the 
collection was formalized and implemented. The 
nevy plap vyill promote, the growth o,f a ii^c collec- 
tion of titles, will utilize available expertise outside 
the G^llectujn Development Section to ^din selec- 
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t4on of the best possible works m various subject 
areas, will ensure that the collection will meet actual 
and potential needs of readers; will define for net- 
work libraries and volunteer groups the Subjects 
covered by the division, and will pro>ide means for 
network librarians to participate more actively m • 
the selection process. ' 

Steps for achieving a bibliographic center for the 
blind and physically handicapped were identified in 
a three-year plan. This plan, covering fiscal years 
1975-77, focuses primarily on the hutomatiori of 
many division functions and the development of 
basic files Systems analysis, design, and file building 
were the majo/ areas of activity m fiscal 1975. To 
eiisure the inclusion of contpletj ,and accurate 
records in the automated system, a review of all 
nationally produced material was carried out. 
Approximately 12,000 entries were fully cataloged 
and coded and were converted to machine-readable 
form. An estimated 20.000 additional bibliographic 
records, representing the limited-production seg- 
ment of the division collection, will undergo similar 
treatment. A recommended MARC format for spe- 
cial materials, including braijle, cassette books, and 

talking books, was developed to facilitate retrieval 

of unique data elements. 

After consideration of its past experience wjth 
discs and cassettes and the rapid advances in cassette 
technology, the division reexamined its decision to 
convert recorded books to caSsettes and all recorded 
magazines from rigid to flexible discs The report by 
an independent consulting organization paid special 
attention to meeting user requirements in equip- 
ment and books, it also presented a technical analy- 
sis and 'budget. Several plans for achieving the . 
transition wpre discussed, and the optimum plan 
was indicated and supported by appropriate tech- 
nical and financial information. 
• Since the divisi'on's programs aYe dependent upon 
the cooperating libraries for the distribution of read- 
ing materials and for library services 'to its clientele, 
efforts tQ improve this network continued. Only 
one new regional library Puerto Rico -was opened 
during the year^ bringing the total by the year's end 
to 54 regional and 92 subregional libraries. The pro- 
grams of'the two multistate centers, established in 
Florida and Utah during fiscal 1974, progressed suc- 
cessfully during fiscal 1975. 

Cooperation in international interlibrary loans 
continued. in 1975 between the'division and foreign 
libraries serving the blind and physically handi- ^ 
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capped Materials were burruwed fur U.S. patruns 
frum libraries in Canada, Japan, and Sweden, divi- 
sion materials were lent tu libraries in Canada, Hul- 
land, India, Japan, Nigeria, Nurway , and Sweden. 

Tlie division*s recording studiu increased the num- 
ber; of narrators, momtors,"and reviewers during this 
fiscal year, with the result that an average of 12 
buuks and four maga/mes were recorded per month. 
Resumption of publication of print editions of the 
bimonthly issues uf Talking Book Topus starred

James Madison Memonil Building 

Work on the superstructure (exterior walls and 
.structural floors) of the James Madison Memorial 
Building progressed during the year, althougli per- 
haps less visibly than in fiscal 1974. By the end of 
the year more than 90 percent of the marbtc«%li^k 
had been completed. In' addition, substantial proj^^ — 
ress had been made on the sidewalks and the 
planters. 'Near .completion of the columns on the 
front or Independence Avenue side ofJhe building 
and the erection of the flagpoles during the'sprlng 
of I975 gave the structure a more finished appear- 
ance.

tions and resulting bidder requests for extensions 
delayed the receipt of bids until July 23. Clearly, 
thi; contracts could not be awarded before the end 
of 1975. As a result, occupancy ot, tlie building is 
not predicted before 1979 , 

The staff planning the interior devoted consider- 
able time to reviewing and modifying layouts as a 
result of changmg operational requirements and up- 
dated staff projections of those units scheduled for 
(Kcupancy. Special attention was given to the design 
of new work stations tor the Copyright Office, Proc- 
essing Department, and Information Systems Office 
The increasing use of computer terminals in these 
and other units of tlT^ Library affected not only tlie 
design of such work stations but also their si/e .

During the fiscal year the Library received 
S10().HH4,299 from direct appropriations, working 
fund advances, transfers, and gift, trust, and service 
fee funds fncluded were supplemental appropria- 
tions of $2,094,000 to cover increased costs result- 
ing from the October 1974 pay raises and wage 
board raises effective at various times during the 
year The Library was^ablesto absorb $534,600, or 
20J percent of the pay increase cost for fiscaLyear 
1975, Appropriations to the Architect of.the Capi- 
tol for use in support of the Library amounted to 
$1,741,000. A detailed statement of the Library \ 
financial records for fiscal 1975 appeals in *the 
appendixes. ' ^ 
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Tlie Budget Impoundment and Control Act of 
1974 (PX, 93-344), passed by Congress on July 12, 
1974, contains significant chang(?s*for jhe future It 
established a new congressional budget process and 
changed the fisca| year beginning with fiscal 1977 
The adjuste* fiscal year, 1977, will begin October K 
1976, and end September 30, 1977 To accommo- 
date this change a transition quart^er beginning July 
1 , 1976, and ending September 30, 1976, was estab- 
lished. In 1975 the first of the budgets for the 
revised period, including the transition period, was 
prepared and submitted. 

The 1976 budget request totaled $1 20,052,100 m 
all appropriations. Congress appropriated a ^total of 
5116,230,600 or 96.8 percent of the amount .re- 
quested In addition, $29,106,800 was appropriated 
tor the transition quarter, July 1-September 30, 
1976

In response 
to a request tor comprehensive paperwork guidance, 
tlie 'KiUide tor the" Creation, Organization, and 
Maintenance /t'jf Records in Congressional Offices'* 
was exjTanded to include ^jjie section un the prepara-^^, 
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tion of correspondence and aiK>ther on typographic 
style. 

Certain economies were elTected in reports man- 
agement . Cyclic reviews were completed in 59 
offices, resulting in a projected savings of $162,000 
Visual Jnformation services more than doubled this 
year Because the Library^ limited space is a con- 
tinuing preoccupation, permanent retention of 
specific record groups is being carefully ree\amine(i^ 
and reevaluated. 

Public telephone facilities, which were long over- 
due for modernization, were updated, expanded, 
and reloc'ated to Cniprove service The voice-data 
equipment was incf^ased to meet tjie needs of Con- 
gress as well as those of the Library. 

Pieces of mail T^c^ived, opened, analyzed, and 
routed during fisdai' 1975 numbered 189,750 as 
compared to I'78,7i9 in fiscal 1974. Last year 
5,141 teletype ni^s\iges were*^ received and 2,280 
sent in comparison tp this year's 6,234 and 2,379, 
respectively. Incoming freiglit, which represents 
additions or returns to tlt£ Library's collections, 
rose from 366,801 pounds to 412,343. Outgoing 
freiglit, which includes material on loan, amounted 
to 411,827 pounds as contrasted with 360,414 
pounds in fiscal 1974. * 

Tlie addition of radio equipment to the Library 
'motor fleet has greatly f'acilita^ed the agency's 
ability to comply with the government directive 
concerning fuel conservation, as well as to improve 
the service provided 

In-house printing showed a marked increase as 
prodifclion in fiscal 1975 soared to 49,762,463 
impressions A new in-depth study was made of^e 
Printing and Processing Section organization, func- 
tions,-and responsibility, and, by the end of the 
fiscal year modification of the assigned space was 
underway to improve working procedures and work- 
fiow. Catndra copy prepared in the division totaled 
2,488 pages.

Perhaps the most visible accofT^/iFtishm'ent in the 
preservation program during 1975 was the publica- 
tion of the first tlir^e^in the long-projected series of 
leaflets and of the pamplllet Frotedures^ for Salvage 
o) Water-Damaged iAbrarx Materials ^Leaflets now 
available are. No 1, Selected Referente\ in the 
Literuture of Con\eriation, No. 2, Umrofuneftlal 
f^otection of Books and Related Matenah, and 
Nu Preserving I, eather Bookbindings. 

It IS noteworthy, too, that the increasing reputa- 
tion of the Library's preservation program resulted 
,in a eiovying number ot reque:>ts:for lalf:s, seminars, 
and (workshops by members of^ the Rpstt^ation 
Office staff. 

Members fft the Research Office \we granted a 
patent for their invention of tlie dcjuble decom- 
position methoxl of deacidification. Althougli this is 
the first patent resulting from wotl^ m that office, 
favorable action by the Paten<^ Office in 'ihe^case of 
two other applications relating ti) newly developed 
deacidification treatments is also expected. 

The C<)ll4^i^>^i'> Maintenance Office staff con: 
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iinued the work of realigning majoi sections of t)>e 
general collections, moving more than 3.5 m;i1ion 
pieces Few books, now remain on siac)/iLDors 
althougli much additional realigning stilfywiains. 

The Restoration Office made progress in per- 
fecting the leaf-tasting technique on the equlpmen^ 
purchased from Isfael. At the^same time a new, 
larger leaf-casting device of refiTTed design was devel- 
oped in the Restoration Office and a contract was 
awarded to a^ local contFat-k;r for fabrication, bijt 
the equipment had not been conioleted at the end 
of the fiscal year. 

One of the more mteresting projects of the year 
was the work undertaken by the Restoration OfHce 
in support of a study to analyzejtlie Dunlap broad-^ 
sides (the {^^ted version ^of the Declaration of 
Independence), which was conducted on behalf of 
the American Revolution Bicentennial Office Three 
differe^lrt kinds of photd^raphic studies were carried 
out on' these rare documents as well as beta- 
radiographic studies of the watermarks in the paper 
on which each broadside was printed. 



pmotodlplication services 

The Photoduplication Service completed a modestly 
successful year duopg a period of generally de- 
^ pressed economic conditions. Becfause of the 
incre^ised sale of positive microfilm and regular 
photographic services, and in particular phojo- 
graphic contact priilts, net sales rose by 7. percent. 
The actii<e salens of contact prints, were stimulated by 
orders from publishers and museums preparing for 
ihe bicentennial,-* These increases were offset to 
.some extent by a 4.3 percent decline in negative 
microfilm exposures which were adversely affected 
by slow delivery of material for key orTgping pro- 
grams. Costs were up by 9.3 percer]t over^last year, 
reflecting increased labor ^nd materials cost For the 
second year the size of/the staff remained at 149. 
• Among staff activities, training continued at a 
high level, with approximately 20 percent of the 
staff participating in the various trafnmg opportuni- 
ties offered by the LibTary's tuition support pro- 
gram and i»fi the job-r.elated training supported by 
the Photoduplication Service Revolving Fund. Four 
employees were cited for their outstanding work.

philosophy for achieving it Among other things, U 



emphasizes the need to establisli an atrtiosphere of 
enthusiasm, job satisfaction, teamwork, and mutual

equality of opportunity, tan^ble and early recogni- 
tion of accomplishment, and the best possible work- 
ing conditions and job environment/or every staff 
member. Concurrently, the o{{\cq would seek to 
improve the efficiency of opei;ations bj putting 
renewed^ em'^hasis on maximum service to the 
public, on excellence' in every pha^e of the work, 
and on initiative, imagination, and flexibility m 
adapting to change. 

Fiscal 1975 saw a genuine effort to translate these 
words in^to deeds. As a step in this direction the 
register and dpputy register, later joined by the 
executive officer, held a seHes of meetings with all 
qf the personnel of the Copyright Office. At these 
four all-day sessions; individual staff members wer^ 
encouraged' to raise any general Or specific matters 
involving management that, were of concern l6 
them.

Despite the struggle to get it installed and fully 
operational ( OTK S, can only be judged a success a 
fuige s^ep forward m the work-procesSng methods 
of the Copyright Office that has not only produced 
immediate b.enetlts but will also provide the founda- 
tion on which the office's efficient discharge of its 
record-keeping responsibilities will be built in the 
years to come. A^duphcative manual operation has 
t>eeu replaced by an automated system that reduces 
the clerical^ aspects of cataloging to a minimum, 
eliminates a number of repetitious steps, and. with- 
out delay. aul<jrnatically produces presorted cards, 
book-form and microform catalogs, and a compre- 
-lien^ive machine-readable data base, which will even- 
tually allow searching by automated means Some 
of these marvels are already a reality, and al] of 
them are within reach With these capabilities at 
^land. and with most of the growing pains overcome, 
the Copyriglit Offlc-e can look toward absorbing the 
added 'recordkeeping responsibilities that will ac- 
company enactment of the general revision bill with 
more assurancq than would otherwise be possible 

Acceptance of CORK S has meant the phasing out 
of an entire section in the Cataloging Division, all of

Tlie :Oth.>ear ot the Lurrent program tor general 
revision of the Lopv right law was the most active 
and Nigiuhcant ^ince i'Hy'' when the bill passed the 
Ifoiue o< Representatives and was the subject of lull 
hearingb^in ihe Senate Dunrtg fiscal l^HS the latest, 
version of the revision bill passed the Senate and lull 
hearings in the House got under wa>. The bilj was 
moving torward rapidly as the year began, and its 
momentum acLelerated as the months passed B> 
the end ot the >ear the talk about the bill had 
ceased to be *\vhetlrer'' and was becoming "when." 

noted in Usi year's annijal report, the event 
that triggered this dramatic legislative revival was 
the Supreme Court's definitive decisum on •-opy- 
riglii jnd cable television in Telepcompter Corp v 
Columhta Broadcasting System. Inc . 415 U.S. 594 
(U;74). Anion on the pending revision bill (S. 
1,^)1) resumed almost ininiediatel> , and fiscal 1^75 
began wiili the first of several ^ecent developments 
in the general revision program. Op July 3, 1975, 
the Senate Judiciary Committee reported the b,ill 
favorably, with some amendments aijd a 228-page 
report (S Repi No. 93-9H3). By far the most con- 
troversial issues m the reported bill involved the 
provision establishing a ro>aUy for the public per-

T[i$ Senate debate on the revision bill began on 
September 6, 1974. and ended with a favorable vote 
on September 9, 1974.

• proved to ae section 1 14, which would have created 
riglits. subject io compulsory licensing, requiring 
broadcasters, jukebox operators, and music services 
to par royalties for pla>ing copyrighted sound 
recordings Tluj **sports blackout*' provision of the 
cable television section, and the po'ssibiliiy i)f tri- 
bunal review of the jukebox royalty, also figured 
prominently in the debate In the end, -the *'per- 
formance royalty" and "sporls blackout" provisions 
were deleted from the bill, the jukebox royalty was 
made unreviewable, ami some other amendments 
were added None of the changes were central to the 
basic purpose or structure of the t)ill 

Wlien the final Senate A'ote came it was over- 
whelming 70 ayes and one nay Althougli there was 
no lime left in the 93d Congress for the House of 
Representatives to complete work on S. 1361. the 

• general opinion was that the revision bill had under- 
gone a remarkable recovery and that the slate of its 

_ Jieahh was quite good. 

At the beginning of the 94lh Congress the revision 
bill, in the formiin which it passed the Senate, was 
introduJDd in bmh Houses. Tlie Senate bill, S 22, 
was introduced Senator John L. McClellan on 
January 15, 1975\ and an identital House version. 
H.R. 2223, was introduced by Representative 
Roberf W. Kastenmeier on January 23, 1975^ 

Senate review of the bill by the Subcommittee on 
Patents, Trademarks, and Copyrights included con- 
sideration of a proppsal (known informally as the 
"Mathias amendment''.) that would create a new 
compulsory licensing system foe performances of 
nondramatic literary and musical works on public 
radio and lelevjsiqn.

LNTFRNATIONAL COPYRIGHT 

Responding to an invitation from the chairman of 
the newly created All-Union Copyriglit Agency of 
the USSR (VAAP)' the register of copyriglits- 
heyded a delegation of U.S. government officials 
which visited Moscow and Leningrad in October 
1974, The delegation, which included the deputy 
register, the general counsel of the Copynglit Office, 
and the director of the Office ol Business Practices, 
Departnnent of State, mef with the chairman, 
deputy chairman, and other officials of VAAP over 
a period of more than a week. They discussed a 
wide range of problems, mostly relating to the inter- 
pretation of newly enacted tjSSR Lopyriglit legisla- 
tion and the effect of this legislation on dealings 
between U,S: and Soviet publishers. 

.In December 1974. a delegation of si\ VAAP offi- 
cials, headed by tlie chairman, Boris Pankin, visited 
the United States and renewed the dialogue with 
their U.S. counterparts whiclt had begun in October.

From May 20 to May 22, 1975, Dorothy Schra- 
der. general counsel of the Copyright Office, 
attended the first meeting of the Joint I S /USSR 
Working Group on InieUectual Property in Moscow. 
Preliminary agreements were reached on several 
issuei. rela-ting to the protection of intellectual prop- 
erty and procedures tor tutiire activities of the 
working group 

Tlie first meeting of the Intergovernmental Copy- 
nglit Committee, formell under the Universal Copy- 
right Convention as revised in 1971* was held in 
Parts on June 2 and 3, 1975. The U.S. delegation 
consisted of the register of copyrights and the gen- 
eral counsel of the Copyright Office Ms. Ringer was 
elected as the first chairman of the 1971 intergov- 
ernmental committee and presided at the meeting 
The purpose of the meeting was principally organi- 
zational and included adoption of rules of proce- 
dure governing the future meetings of the [GCC 
One of the important rules adopted concerned the 
transition between the intergovernmental Copynglit 
Committee of the 1952 Geneva version of the Uni- 
versal Copynght Convention and the ,new [GCC, 
Under this rule, lots were dravyn at the'first session 
to determine when tlie terms of office of the 18 
members ended. The term of the Uiilted States will 
end at the close of the second ordinary session in 
1977. ' 

An important international meeting on repra- 
graphic reproduction of copyrigljted works was'held 
from /une 16 to June 21 , 1975, in \Vashington, D.C. 

* Tlie meeting consisted of subcommittees of the 
governing bodies of both the Universal and the, 
Berne Copynght Conventions, an J was aimed at dis- 
cussion of the entire range oY copyright problems 
respecting photocopying and other forms of fac- 
simile copying and reprography^. The meeting was 
held at the invitation of the United St4tes govern- 
ment, with the Department of State and the Copy- 
nglit Office jointly providing staff support and 
hospitality.

Motion Picture Soundtracks \ 

An importint amendment to the Copyngitt Office 
Regulations with respect to motion picture sound- 
tracks and the material recorded on them Became 
effective on May 12, 1975 For the first time the 
office adopted an affirmative position that, for pur- 
poses of registration, a sound motion picture is an 
entity Thus, any copyriglitable coniponent part of 
a motion picture soundtrack is to be considered an 
integral part of the mo'tion picture as a whole, and 
covered by registration for the motion picture! Tins 
p(jsition also means that, where the soundtrack of a 
revised version of a motion picture incliifles sucli 
♦ cofiy riglitable new matter as dialogue dubbed from 
one language to another, it will be possible for regis- 
tration to be made solely on the basis of that new 
matter. 

Correlatively, after the effective date of the new 
regulation, separate registration for a copy riglitabJST 
component part of a published motion picture. s>(ch 
as a musical composition, will be possible only^n the 
motion picture bears a separate notice covering the 
particular coiT\ponent part hi such cases separate 
registration can be made on the basis ol a deposit of 
two complete' copies of the part, transcribed legrbly 
.from the soundtrack m accordance with the appli- 
cable Library of Congress acquisitions policy state- 
ment For examination purposes/the transcribed 
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^opies should be accompanied \Sy blow-ups or other 
Identifymg reproductions of the frames that reveal 
the title, the music or drama credits, and the Lop>- 
riglit notice relatmg to the component part of the 
motion picture for which registration is being 
sought. 

The new regulation also makes clear t\iat it has no 
effect on renewal practices A renewal application

The regulation with respecf' to sound recordings

Designs for Typefaces 

Protection for typeTace designs under the present 
copyright law emerged as a major domestic uop}- 
right issue, and the proponents of protection lOu- 
tinued to press their .case during the fiscal year. The 
current Copyright Office Regulations have^ been 
interpreted to prohibit copyright registratron fur 
typeface designs, and any change in the regulation 
to permit registration has been strongly om^osed. In 
October, the Copyriglit Office annuuno^ed that con- 
sideration was being given to amending the Copy- 
right Office Regulations, to *permit pfegistrajion of 
typeface designs, and that a public hearing would be 
held on November 6 '''to facilitate /(he widest possi- 
ble public expression of views /on the legal and 
policy questions implicit in the possible^'hangfe in 
registration practices The all-day hearing on 
November 6. 1974, marked an important event in^ 
ihc history of the Copyright Office the first time a 
forrjial public hearing was held preparatory to con- 
sideration of a change in the Copyriglit Office Regu- 
lations. Written comments were also invited. 

The various points of view were strongly and ably 
presented. One argument of particular importance 

^to the Copyright Office was that, since the revision

National Commission on Libraries and Information 
Scienc(L,4MUJ^S) ^rmed ap ad hoc group repre- 
blishers, and librarians in an 
ej dialogue concerning copyright 
ing and to determine whether 
orVnot some basfe fAr agreement could be fourtd. 
The^group wasra|lier grandly named the Conference 
fyt the Resolution of Copyright Issues and came to 
be known as the^Upstairs/Downstairs Group. It held 
/three meetmgs^^ring the year, chaired bythe regis- 
/ ter of copyriglj^s and Frederick Burckhardt, chair- 
man of NXLIS^ A working group formed under its 
auspices met 4 number of times. Although no con- 
sensus could/be reached on matters of substance, 
eventually sQme agreement was achieved on a pro- 
posal for a^^study to be undertaken under NCLIS 
auspices Thts study, which was still on the drawing 
boards as tHe year ended, would involve a survey of 
library "loan" practices involving photocopies and 
the test of a possible licencing mechanism. The main 
accomplishment of the Upstairs/Downstairs Grpup 
in fibcal 1975 was to keep the parties talking during 
a particularly difficult period in the history of what^ 
has been called the Great Copyright Controversy.

Last year's annual report dealt at great length 
with the action of the United Stajes Court of Claims 
in Williams & Wilkins Co. v. The United States, 487 
F.2d 1345 (Ct. CI. 1973), holding, in a spht 4-3 
decision, that the photocopying activities of the 
National Institutes of Health 4nd National Library 
of Medicine constituted a "fair use'' rather than a 
copyright infringement. The Supreme Court agreed •> 
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10 review the decision, and a great manv groups and 
)rgani/ations involved in the basic issues underlying 
,\e vonlroversv ttled briefs as anuci Lurtae on one 
ide ot the case or the other 

On February 25, 1975, in a spectacular antitli- 
niax, the Supreme Court split 4-4 in tlie Whams 
Wilkins case, with Justice ' Harry A. Blackniun dis- 
qualifying himself troni parjiLipating m the deci- 
sion. The automatic effect of the deadlock was to 
affirm the Court of Claims' decision in favor of the 
government libraries. It also effcLtively deprived the 
decision Vt any precedential weigjit and wiped out 
. anv auihoKiv the Court ol Claims majority opinion 
might otherv^h^,4iave. carried In a recent habeas 
corpus decision A^TN^ Diggers, U.S. 188 

(1972), the US, SupccwteCourl itself has declared 
that an eqiially divided /firmanLe "merely endSTTtTT 
process of direct review but settles no issue of law." 
file Court has thus left the issue sqOjrely up to 
Congress to settle. 

On June 17, 1975, the Supreme Court handed 
down a decision on the scope of musical performing 
ngjiis that has significance for boih-^J^he. licensing 
practices undtr the present copyright statute and/; 
the provisions of the proposed revision bill, Irii 
Twentieth Century Muuc Corp. v Aiken, 95 S. C|/ 
2040, the defendant, owner and operator of a fasif-^ 
. service food shop in downtown Pittsburgh, had "^a 
radio with outlets to four speakers in the ceilin^,^ 
which he apparently turned on and left on through- 
out the business day. Lacking any performing h- 
Lcnse. he was sued for Lopynglit infringement by 
two AS( AP members. He lost in Mie District Court J 
won a reversaf m the Circuit Court of Ap- 

peals, ^jid finally prevailed, by a margin of 7-2, in 
the Supreme Court The majority opinion was de- 
livered by Justice Potter Stewart, Justice Blackniun 
Wrote an opimorf disagreeing with practically every- 
thingMn the majxnity opinion but concurring^ith 
the result: and Cl\ief Justice Warren E Burger wrote 
a bhstermg dissent in which Justice Willjam 0 
Douglas j6ined. 

The Aikcn decision is based squarely on the two 
Supreme Court decisions dealing' with cable televi- 
sion, m both of which Justice Stewart also wrote 
the majority opinions In Fortnightly Corp v 



Cnitiil Artists, 392 U.S 390, and again in Tele- 
prompter Corp V Columbia Broad ca^i ting System, 
Im , 415 US 394, the Supreme Court had held 
that a CATV station was not ''pertorming," withm 
ifie meaning of the 1909 statute, when it picked up 
broadcast signals off the air and retransmitted them 
to subscribers\by cable 'W\q Aiken decision extends 
this interpretation of the scope of the 1909 statute's 
f'lghl of **pubUe performance for profit" to ^ situa- 
tion outside the CATV context and, witho«t 
expressly oxiPtT^iling the decision in Buck v Jewell- 
iMSalle Realty . 283 U S 1 9 1 ( 1 93 1), eTfectively 
deprives it of much meaning For more than 40 
years the Jewell-LaSalle rule was thouglit to require 
a business establishment to obtain copyriglit licenses 
before jt could leg^illy pick up any broadcasts .off 

the air and retransmit them tu^is^-gtieHs-antl-pa- 

irons. As reinterpreted by the Aiken decision, the 
*^ule of Jewell-LaSalle applies only if the broadcast 
being retransmitted was itself unlicensed. 
In his dissent Justite Burger made the following* 
f higlily relevant observations 

^ There can be ni) really satisfactor) solutiuatu the problem 
presented here, until Congress acts in response to lon^- 
st,inding proposals My primary purpose in writing is not 
merely to*e\press dis,igreement with the Court but to 
underscore what lias repeatedly been stated by (Others as to 
the need lor legislative action. Radio today is certainly a 
more commonplace and universally understood technologi- 
cal innovation than CATV, for example, yet we are, basi- 
cally, m essentially the vinie awkward sau,ition as in the 
past when contronted with these problems 

We must attempt to apply a statute designed for another 
era lo a situation in which Congress has never atfirm,itivcly 
manitested its view concerning the competing policy con- 
siderations involved. 

Yet, the issue presented can only be resolved appropriateJ*' . 
by the Congress
